FAMOUS DRED SCOTT. 


A St. Louis Case Which ewas 
Heard All Over the World. 
The Negro’s Danghters Yet Living in St. 


Louls—A Erief Keview of a Most Im- 
portant Trial 


From the St. Louls Republic. 

There is an interest attaching to old judicial 
records scarely less fascinating than the study 
of Pompeiian records to the antiquarian. One 
of the most notable cases ever adjucated in an 
American court, and one which best serves to 
jllustrate the painstaking care with which 
learned judges prepare elaborate and philo- 
sophical opinions on subjects that amount to 
absolutely nothing, had its incipiency and cli- 
max here in St. Louis, though during its trial 
every court from the state circuit to the United 
States circuit, gota whack at it. American 
history was made with every step taken by Dred 


Scott,a Missouri negro, who fought for the man- 
umission of himself, his wife and their two 
children, year after year, in every tribunal that 
southern friendship could suggest and New 
England money reach, only to find after Chief- 
Justice Taney had decided against his claim, 
that the man Sanford whom he was serving, 
had never owned him, and that he was the 
property of a Massachusetts congressman's 
wife—an active abolitionist. No sooner did this 
fact become known than the four negroes were 
manumitted by their New England owners. 
The case, besides being of local interest, is a 
curious one from beginning to end, and is 
worth reyiewing. 

Dred Scott was born a slave about the year 
1400 in Virginia, and in 15:4 he was taken by 
hig master, Dr. Emmerson, a surgeon in the 
United States army, to Fort Snelling in the 
Upper Louisiana territory, where he was kept 
till 1838 Here be married his. wife, Harriet, 
belonging to the same master. Two children 
were bora of the union, and they are now resi- 
dents of St. Louis county. The elder, Eliza, 
was born on the steamer Gypsy on the Upper 
Mississippi. The second child, Lizzie, was born 
ata military post. These two pickaninnies, 
born in bondage, taken no more notice of by 
those who owned them than would have been 
a blooded colt or an extra breed of bird dogs, 
were written down in the book of fate to be- 
come historic characters and attain a fame of 
which few public men boast. 

About the year 1852 Dred Scott reappeared 
in St. Louis, from which place he had been ta- 
ken by Dr. Emmerson, now. however, with his 
wife and children in the hands of John F. A. 
Sandford. Dr. Emmerson had in the mean- 
time died. Dred had always been a body ser- 
vant, and his life had been a comparatively 
easy one. He had never even dftéamed of a 
state of affairs under which he coufd call him- 
self his own man, and it is more than proba- 
ble that had not the instinct of paternal love 
assertcd itself, the innate desire for independ- 
ence would have slept so latent in his breast 
that would never have brought suit for his 
freedom. 

Sanford had not been in St. Louis a week be- 
fore his negroes were urged by somi-abolition- 
ists to bring an action for their manumiss.on— 
or rath an action against him for restraining 
them of theirliheir—on the ground that by tak- 
ing them into a free territory Dr. Emmerson 
had tacitly, set them free. Suit was according- 
ly brought by the negro Scott, on behalf of 
himself and family, in 1853 in the circut eourt 
of the county of Si. Louis, Judge Hamilton 

residing, and judginent was rendered in his 
Sac The usual legal steps, such as a motion 
for a new trial, a motion in arrest, aftidavit for 
appeal, etc., were taken, and the case went to 
tle siate supreme court, where it was reversed 
on a technicality and remanded for a new trial. 
By this time it had become a cause Ceie- 
bre, and the eyes of the world were turned 
toward St. Louis, where it was thought the 
question of Seott’s right to himself and family 
would be finally determed in 1854. Northern 
money coffers fairly vomited forth their treas- 
ures to aid in making the fight against Sanford, 
and more than enough money to buy a hun- 
dred negroes and set them free was spent in 
establishing this interstate and interterritorial 


question of how far the right to property in | 


man could extend beyond the owner’s doim- 
iil, 

The case came on for trial again in 1854, this 
time under different circumstances. Sanford 
was tried before a jury, and one of the counts 
in the charge against him was that be had un- 
lawfully Jaid his hands on ‘‘the said Dred 
Scott, Harriet Scott, Kliza Scott and Lizzie 
Scott, free residents of the state of Missouri.’’ 
The counsel first appearing in the case had 
long since been displaced by lawyers of greater 
fame, if not of more ability. This last point is 
an open question, for on the first trial Dred won 
his cause, whereas this time he lost it. Here is 
the verdict of the jury: 

“We, the jury, ind that: As the first issue 
joined in this case the defendant is not guilty, 
ancl as to the issue secondly above joined we 
find that before and at the time when said de- 
fendant so restrained plaintiffs of their liberty 
the said Dred«Scott, Harriet Scott, Eliza Scott 
and Lizzie Scott were negro slaves, the prop- 
erty of defendant.”’ 

Judgment was, therefore, rendered for de- 
fendant. The finding is one of many ‘‘curi- 
osities of Judicature” to be tound among mus- 
ty, old records in the St. Louis city court- 
house. 

Montgomery Blair was one of Scott’s legal 
advisers and no time was lost in taking the 
case to the United States supreme court on a 
writ of error. “Dred Scott et al., plaintiff in 
error; John F. A. Sanford, defendant in error: 
lair & Curtis for the Scotts, Geyer & John- 
son defendants.’” An agrced state of facts was 
submitted and full bench passed upon the case. 
The decision, delivered by Mr. Chief Justice 
Taney (for whom what is now the banner re- 
publican county of Missouri was named—such 
is the irony of fate), sounded the death knell 
of free soilism, and the only hope for the re- 
straint of negro slavery by not in an effort to 
prevent its extension, but in its complete extir- 
pation. Justice Laney declared that Dred 
Scott and his family had no case in court, for 
they were not citizens under the constitution. 
He is said also to have in an _ extra-judicial 
way used these memorable words on which the 
charges were yung all through the Lincoln 
campaign: ‘‘A negro has no rights whicha 
wiiite inan is bound to respect.”’ 

Mr. Justice McLean and Curtis dissented. 

Phese opinions, covering 125 pages of law re- 
ports, are inuch read by litcrary antiquarians, 
who are habituece of the St. Louis law 
library. 

Now comes the most curious part of the 
whole case, and one which offers a sorry cOm- 
ment on the so-cailed perfection of the 
English law. 

The bar of St. Louis had watched the pro- 
ceedings with interest from the start, and after 
the opinion of the higher court went against 
Dred many of the lccal attorneys, though 
nearly all southerners, and of proslavery ned- 
Llections, expressed sympathy with him. They 
believed that, whatever might be the moral 
right of one man to own another, Taney’s de- 
cision was bad law. One of then, still an ac- 
tive and permanent lawyer of this city, began 
to look around for some means of e\ading the 
decree. lie began at the fountainhead and 
Investigated the right of tithe Sanford had in 
the man and women, as the law stood. He 
hunted over the records and found that Dr, 
Emmerson, who took Dred to Ft. Sneliimng, 
had never sold him, but that on his deathbed 
ho had made a will bequeathing Dred and 
Harriet and their children to his wife during 


her life, with remainder to his daughter, Hen-

ALMOST BURIED ALIVE. 


The Horrib'e Experience of a Man in 8 
Trance. 
From the New York Journal. 

‘‘Tt was a cold January afternoon that I was 
taken sick, but hoping I would recover, no med- 
ical aid was summoned. The following night 
I grew very despondent, and I seemed to feel 
that something unusual was about to happen, 

“The next morning, shortly after sunrise, I 
felt a curious sensation in my feet, which be- 
came heavy, as if they were ‘sleeping.’ This 
sensation came further and further upward, 
and I began to think that if it were to reach 
my heart my life’s journey would soon be 
ended. 

“Having called my family and friends about 
me I told them of the fears I entertained. As 
they lay by my bedside praying—oh! I never 
shall forget those prayers—I bade them all 
farewell, and 1 fell back paralyzed, unable to 
move even a finger or to open my eyes, and to 
every one but myself I was dead.”’ 

It was a silver-headed sage of my acquaint- 
ance who, during the greater part of his life 
had lived in southern Pennsylvania, that was 
relating to me his experience of being about to 
be butied while apparently dead, says a writer 
in the St. Paul Dispatch. 

“The agony and tortures I suffered for the 
next three days would fill volumes, yet the 
horror of my situation could not be expressed,” 
he continued. ‘I heard the weeping and wail- 
ing.of my dear wifeand children, who were 
nearly frantic with grief. I felt the kisses of 
my darling little daughter as she clung to my 
bosom—implored me to speak and asked if I 
loved her. I heard my prattling child pray 
that life would return to papa for mamma’s 
sake. 

“The strength of every fibre in my system I 
sumn:oned, but my mouth would not open, my 
tongue would not move. I was imprisoned in 
my own body—tied down even more than if I 
had been placed in chains. 

“Then came the fears of being buried alive. 
I heard how the arrangements for my. funeral 
were to be made, whoshould be my pall-bearers 
and what minister should deliver my funeral 
sermon. 

‘*The style of my coffin I heard discussed at 
length between my wife and a neighbos. 

“This was the most termble conference to 
which I ever listened,’’ said the old man as he 
wiped the tears from his eyes and continued: 

‘*T fell asleep arid remained unconscious until 
the next day. When I awoke I was being 
placed in my coilin,that awe-inspiring, ghastly 
box in which it was intended I should forever 
rest, and yet I was unable to make any signs 
to intimate that life still lingered in my 
bosom. 

‘‘Many friends came to look atme, and as 
they passed by the coffin [ listened to such ex- 
clamations as; ‘Isn’t he natural?’ ‘O, doesn’t 
he leok life-like?’ and the like, that are so 
plentiful on such occasions. 

“On thethird day I was yet in a trance. 
About 9 in the forenoon, so I am told, all was 
ready for the funeral. Into my house filed six 
of my friends, who transported my coftin into 
the hearse by the door. After a short time I 
was again taken out from the. fatal carriage; 
this was at the church, where the benedictions 
were to be pronounced. 

“The church had been crowded with people 
when the services began. The pine boards of 
my collin quivered as the deep tones of the or- 
gan and the voicesof the choir echoed through 
the corridors of the sanctified edifice. The 
dreadful musie ceased and all was hushed save 
the heartrending sobs of my wife. 

“A low voice from the pulpit, which in- 
creased in volume as it proceeded to review 
the good phases of my life and to advise the 
congregation to be prepared for death, inti- 
mated that the pastor had assumed the sacred 
duty of his office. Forfully an hour, which to 
me seeined an age, he continued to paint in 
vivid colors the instability of fortune and the 
shortness of life on earth. He closed with 
prayer, after which, as those who were present 
were passing to take a last look at me,a 
mournful march, every note of which pierced 
my heart like a poisoned arrow, shook the 
windows of the ancieut church, 

“All but the members of my family had 
passed me by. They were asked to take a final 
view of the mortal remains of their beloved 
husband and father. Grant Heaven that I 
never may survive another moment ike that! 

“As my beloved ones, who vainly. tricd to 
suppress their gricf-laden sobs,stood by my 
head I felt a tear drop upon my cheek. Had 
it been liquid fire it would not have caused me 
such frightful pains. : 

“A vain yet desperate atiempt to open my 
eyes I made and more hopelessly than ever my 
spirit sank into a deeper anguish of mortal 
grief. Once more I lay in tle slowly moving 
hearse which was to convey me to the cemetery 
two miles disiant, where an open grave was 
yawning to swallow me up. 

‘*The fierce wind beat the snow against the 
panes of glass in my lonely couch. It was cold 
in the extreme, and it is a wonder that I 
was not frozen to death. Mingled with 
the raging wind, bells in yonder church-tower 
tolled | funeral knell, sending shocks of in- 
describable grief into my wretched soul. Only 
the tortures of Prometheus on whose vitals a 
raven continually fed, can be compared with 
my suffering. 

“Once at the cemetery I was soon hoisted 
into my grave—that dismal den of death—and 
one, two, three shovels full of earth were 
thrown upon my coffin. 

‘At this late moment I resumed my physical 
strength and voice. I told them to open the 
coffin, and I was saved. 

“A hundred times would I rather die upon 
the rack or above a slow fire than once more 
experience such a terrible living death.”

RUSTICATING. 


Bill Arp Among the Miners at. 


Bluffton. 


ENJOYING A SWEET REST. | 


A. Miner’s Home and What it 
Consists Of. 


Almost every weck I run down to the mines” 
and rusticate. It is only two hours ride on the - 


rail and the boys are so glad to see me, for #0- 
ciety is scarce in that region, and I pat them 
on the back and tell them to keep digging. 
Iron ore is cheap now and they have ‘to work 
all the harder to make the business pay. The 
furnaces have‘eut down the price and so the 
boys have to cut down wages—wages for min- 
ingand wagesfor hauling, and that demor- 
alizes thoir labor andsome of them quit. If 
they can’t get fifty cents aton for hauling they 
won't haul for forty, and so they turn their 
oxen loose in the woods and turn themselves 
loose to do nothing. It is bad all round, but it 
will get right again after while. It is 
& wild romantic place at Bluffton where 
the boys are mining. The monntain scen- 
ery is grand and it does me _ good 
to get there and wander over the hills and 
cown in the gorges and see the miners sink 
the powder and the dynamite in the holes and 
burst up the dornicks. I saw a dronick that 
had eighty tons of ore torn all to pieces with a 
little dynamite that a man cut up with his 
knife and rammed into a two-foot hole with a 
stick. I kave hada horror of dynamite ever 
since Tobe Jackson blew.up Mr. Collins’s 
house, bnt it is not so dangerous to handle as 
powder. Some of it got wet the other day 
_ the miner built up a little fire and dried 
t. 

Huckieberries and blackberries abound in 
these parts and wild tlowers and ferns are 
eve ywhere. Itis arestto luxuriate in this 
wild spot, and commune with nature and forget 
care and anxiety, and never sce a daily paper 
nor receiye a letter. A man_ enjoys 
rest because he gets tired. He enjoys the hum- 
ble fare because he gets hungry. I always 
come back refreshed and itis better than a 
fashionable visit tosome ‘watering place. No 
wonder that Judge Bleckley is happy on 
Screamer mountain. 

Shacks! I never heard that word until I 
mixed up with these miners. It isin the dic- 
tionary, but does not mean what it does here. 
W ebster says a shack is an itinerant vagabond, 
but a miner’s shack is his home—his hotel, his 
abiding place. They cook and eatand sleep 
there. Itis their castle, their fortress, as long 
as they stay. They pay norent—they choose 
no rooms, for there is but oneroomin ashack. 
It is built of pine poles, is fifteen feet square, 
six feet high, has a mud and stick chimney 
that barely reaches the ridge pole. ‘There 
is no table, no chairs, no  bedsteads 
nor bedding, no lightning § rods, no 
windows, and but a single door. They 
do not need windows for there are cracks be- 
tween the peles that are big enough to throw a 
cat through. Some of these cracks are patched 
with boards so as to limit the ventilation. The 
first shack ever built was in Arkansaw near 
Conway and was discovered by Colonel Faulk- 
ner, the Arkansaw traveler, A_ regulation 
shack for the mines is equipped with a skillet, 
an oven, a water bucket, an old box or two to 
sit on, and a plank platform in one corner that 
is called a Georgia bed. This hotel cost all 
told eight dollars fo build it, and the furniture 
cost cne dollar and ahalf. ix darkies occupy 
ashack. Sometimes eight or ten, for the 
negrois a sociable institution and loves com- 
pany. He is gregarious. ike the gypsies 
they wander around and go from mine to mine 
or railroad to railroad. hey are hospitable 
and will divide the last ration with a 
visitor or a vagabond. These darkies cook in 
the oldfashioned way. They fry their iat 
bacon in the skillet and bake their bread in the 
oven with coals underneath and coals on top. 
The bread is meal and water or flour and 
water made into mush and baked in a hurry 
and is right good to fillup with. They sop it 
in the skillet and that is where the grease 
comes in. A darky is posteotiy at home in 
his shack. He locks the door when he ieaves 
it for the mines just as if he had something 
there that was worth stealing. Waren the 
day's work is done he washes at the branch and 
then cook their rations and fill Bp. Then they 
talk and laugh and play cards with an old 
greasy deck or throw dice and bet anything 
they have got to bet. ‘The traveling darky is 
as proud of gambling as the heathen Chinee, 
ang about as tricky. If he loses he don’t care 
and says it is mosbas much fun as to win. His 
dollar is gone, but he will soon earn another 
tomorrow. Sometimes there is a fiddler in the 
crowd, and they will all patto the music. [ 
heard one teoting sweet music ona long tin 


* bugle and it soothed me to sleep just as it used 


to do in the long, long ago, when Iwasa boy 
and thought it the sweetest musicin the world. 
By and by they’spread their blankets on the 
pfank béd and tunmible down to sleep. There 
is no mattress nor bolster nor pillows nor mos- 
quito net-—white folks want something to raise 
the head but a negro doesnot. He would 
rather have it lowered a little than raised. He 
would seoop ont a little hole in the ground for 
his cerebellum. II never knew but one white 
man who did not use heading when he slept. 
His nameswas Bob Hyde. He was a short, 
dumpy fat man and had no neck and was sorter 
hump-shouldered besides. We used to survey 
him incamp ashe sleptand listen to the 
melody of ‘his snere. Between the back of 
his head and the ground there was space— 
empty space that would receive a ginger cake. 
A calin serenity coyered his massive counte- 
nance and his teeth were closed on a huge quid 
of well worn tobacco, Le could no mere go 
to sleep without that, than a child without its 
sucking bottle or a school girl without her 
rum. His head was stuck down square against 
his cellar bone and seemed to be fastened 
there without a joint. It did not need a pil- 
low any more than did his nose or his.toes. 
Ifthe darky has anything to his credit on 
the books, he is not happy until he trades it 
out. **Boss how much has I got comin’ to me 
since last Saturday. I put in four days dis 
week. Boss look at de book and sce how we

There will bea 
laige paper edition, of which only 100 copies 
are printed. 

The statemens ‘‘antil yesterday I had hoped to 
have been able to have made tiie journey myself

riences,’’ is harder to write and very much harder 
to read than ‘until yestercay I had hoped to make 
the journey myself and to send you letters deserib- 
ing my expriences,’’ but a ‘“‘special commissioner 
iu Russia’ of the Pail Mall Gazette adheres to the 
former awkward way of expressing the simple 
statement, and before he finishes his senteuce finds 
room also for the expression *‘to have attended.”’

Fourofthese have already been sent 
out to members, viz., the “Masque of Anarchy” (a 
reproduction of the recently discovered M8.), the 
Shelley society’s papers, the Shelley society's notes 
book, and an alphabetical table of contents to Shel- 
ley’s works. The four to follow are: A reprint of 
Browning’s “Essay on Shelley,” which was prefixed 
to the forged volume of Shelley’s letters published 
by Moxom in 1862; and type-fac-simile reprints o 
the original editions of the ‘“‘Address to the Irish 
People,” “Rosalindand Helen,’’ and the “‘Posthu- 
mous Fragments of Merearet Nicholson.” In addi- 
tion to these there are several other works of great 
value to Shelley studen:8 which are actually in 
type, and will be issued as soon as the funds of the 
society permit. 

“Poor Mr. Donnelly,”’ says the London Morning 
Post. “He came to England with great expecta- 
tions, and it was thought thatafierso much adver- 
tisement his “Great Criptogram’ would sell by 
thousands, whereas all interest seemed to hayeex- 
hausted itself justasthe book was ready. It has 
been in the bookshops for some days now, but 
there it seems likely toremain. One of the largest 
London booksellers pathetically assures me that he 
has not sold a single copy. Even the Bacon So- 
ciety cannot altogether swallow the cipher, so it is 
probable that Mr. Donnelly will return to America 
a sadder if nota wiser man, One obvious reason 
for the sudden diminution of interest in Mr. Don- 
nelly’s book immediately upon its appearance, is 
abseuce of novelty in the first volume and the 
abseuce of lucidity in the second,” 

In the Book Buyer Dr. Holmes makes the follow- 
ing comments on his own writings: ‘In my opinion 
‘The Chambered Nautilus’ is my most finished piece 
of work, and I think it is my favorite. But there 
are also ‘The Voiceless,’ "My Aviary,’ written at my 
windew there, ‘The Battle of Bunker Hill’ and 
‘Dorothy Q.,’ written to the portraitof my great- 
grandmother, which you see on the wall there. All 
t'.ese I have a liking for,and when I speak of the 
poems I like best there are two others that ought to 
be inucluded—The Silent Melody’ and ‘The Last 
Leaf.” Ithink theseare among my best. What is 
the history of “The Chambered Nautilus?’ It has 
none. It wrote itself, So, too, did ‘The One-Hoss 
Shay.’ That was one of those random conceptions 
that gallop through the brain, and that yon catch 
by the bridle. I caught it and reined it. All my 
poems are written while I am in a sort of spasmodic 
mental condition that almost.takes me out-of my 
ewn self, and I write only when under snueh_infiv- 
euce. tis for thisreason, I think, that I can never 
remember a poem a short time after itis writtes any 
more than the smbject of double consciousness cap 
recall the ideas of his otherstate.”

“A New Loan and Building Asso- 
clation Offers You the Chance. 


‘Another Association Which Will Enable 
| the People of This City to Secure 
‘Bor Themsdives Homes.

Atlanta is on a boom in the way of building 
and loan associations, They are being organized 
right along and before a great while o large number 
of people who are now homeless, will havea bright, 
eheerful to call their own. 

Last night atthe officeof Anderson, Rosser &

Now the great feature of 
the Union association, is that it is made up of public 

citizens, thrifty mechanics and salaried 

n who will, just as soon as possible, use the 
nds of the association for the | purpose 
of puilding homes for themselves oF for 

e comfort abd convenience of the peo- 

Of course, being made up of 

is class of men, it is destined to be a 
very useful organization for the citizens of Atlanta, 
Building and loav associations are very old, Itisa 
well known fact, and been often saidin the public 
prints, that the city of Philadelphia owes iis great 
prosperity lo the existence of such associations as 
fhis. It {is commonly known that Philadelphia has 
really more homes than New York, although the 
Jatter is much larger; and that there are so many 
homes, of course so many people live comfortably 
gn these homes, is due to the fact that there have 
been in its history more building and loan associa- 
- @lons than in any other part of the United States, 

It seems that Atlanta is making as good record in 
this respect as Philadelphia or any other city. The 
Union as‘ociation is going to have a feature that 
very few others bave —that of payments being made 
weekly instead of mouthiy by the stockholders. The 
Dbeatity of this plan is that men who draw their sal- 
ary or wages weekly can make the payments to the 
association weekly. Every week the money will be 
loaned out to responsibie parties, and will be bring- 
fing in dividends faster than in any other monthly 

an. 

This association strikes us very favorably for two 
reasons ; First, from the character of the men, who 
ere coing to manage it; and secondly, that this 
weekly payment plan offers some inducements 
which po other association does, This association 
is organized and will be condueted on the Ohio 
plan. Every share shall eventually be worth $200 
fn cash, subjecttono diminution whatever. Now, 
if a stockholder wislies to borrow money, of course 
he will have to pay interest on what be borrows, 
But the stockholder who does not wish to borrow 
from the company, his share will be worth 
@ him the 0. As =to .the time 
which is required to make a share worth 
$200, it depends largely wpon the success of the 
company. In Ohio some o/ these compauies have 
brought their values up to $200 within seven years, 
The longest time on record of any of these com- 
panies was seven years and three months, and with 
Atlanta's well known progressiveness, will very 
likely bring the termination of this association 
within the seven years.

This 
will enable tlie sewing women whose weekly wages 
are scant to put aside twenty-five cents for the pay- 
ment of the installment of one share, and saving 
this twenty-five Cents will enable herin less than 
peven years to accumulate a fund of $200. To show 
how much interest she draws on this money it is 
only necessary to state that to save up $200 Ly 
weekly payments she only paysin the sum of $91, 
and if the association should run the full seven 
years she will draw out $200, which is a handsomer 
return for money than is offered by any other say- 
tng institution. 

. There is another eood feature about this associa- 
ton, and it isthis: Atthe eudof six months any 
stockholder who wishes to discontanue his payment 
can draw his money out with6 per cent interest, 
thus making it absolutely safe, Of course it is eon- 
tempiated that 99-100ths of its menibers will keep on 
paying in order to get the big return at the end of 
the period. But ifat any time any one should from 
reverse or any other cause desire to cease being a 
member of this association, they can draw out their 
money asstated above with 6 per cent interest. 
The board of directors, as stated before, have been 
elected. This board will meet at 10 o’tlock on 
Monday morning at the office of Colonel A. J. 
West on Peachtree street, for the purpose of elect 
ing a president and _ secretary and 
attorney. It goes without saying, 
that competent officers will be chosen by this board.

During the steady, onward march of Sh 
man’s conquering legions, the newspaper u 
in Tennessee and north Georgia found it nec 
gary to establish themselves in so many n 
places that they had but little time to get 
quainted with their subscribers and ady 
tisers. 

The Chattanooga Rebel, a bright and spi 
ed little daily, lingered awhile in 4 
Janta, but the fortunes of war drove 
to Griflin, Macon, Columbus and Selma. } 
Ben Crew was connected with it, and fo 
long time accompanied it in its wandering 
Henry Watterson, now of the Louisville Cov 
rier-Journal, was on the Kebel’s editorial st 
for some time. His erratic course, howevé 
injured the paper, and one of his editori 
criticised the confederate plan of campaign 
severely that several thousand soldiers e 

an earnest desire to see him. Even 
that time Mr. Watterson was not noted for] 
spirit of accommodation, and he not o1 
shirked a meeting with his subscribers, but 
whste « ‘ = T-2 ste~-s @ 
severed his connection with the Rebel. 

The Knoxville Register also sought refu 
fin Atlanta, where it was edited by Lucius 
Dupre and Major John C. Whitner. T 
Hon. L. Q. C. Lamar frequently wrote cdi 
rials for it, and it had an able staff of contr 
utors. 

The Memphis Appeal was quite a popul 
paper in those days. Editor McCallahan ma 
it lively, and his war correspondents inclad 
some of the best writers of the day. The 
per was always well printed, and, though 
had to appear very often as ai h 
sheet, it always had a  ~neat a 
mewsy look. The advance of the invade 
made a stormy petrel of the Appeal, and se 
it flitting from place to place until it reach 
Selma. After that it fled into the mountai 
of north Alabama, and there is a well authe 
ticated story to the effect that a company 
federal cavalry captured the editor on a mu! 
with a proof press and his saddle bags fille 
with type, all that remained of the once pr 
perous Appeal. 

In addition to these refugee dailies, Atlan 
had tive home papers, all daily—the Intel 
gencer, the Southern Confederacy, the Gi: 
City Guardian, the Commonwealth, and tl 
Reveille. 

Major John H. Steele was the editor of # 
Intelligencer, which was then owned by Jud; 
Jared Irwin Whittaker. He was a stron 
clear writer, and one of the best informed me 
in the profession.

The Fate of Some of Atlanta’s 
War Newspapers. 


SCRIBES IN A SIEGE. 


Refugee Newspapers and Some 
Old Time Journalists. 


I. 
Fourth Article. 
Written for The Constitution. 

The siege smashed someof the newspapers, 
and scattered the others.

During the steady, onward march of Sher- 
man’s conquering legions, the newspaper men 
in Tennessee and north Georgia found it neces- 
sary to establish: themselves inso many new 
places that they lad but little time to get ac- 
quainted with their subscribers and adver- 
tisers. 

The Chattanooga Rebel, a bright and spirit- 
ed little daily, lingered awhile in At- 
lanta, but the fortunes of war drove it 
to Griffin, Macon, Columbus and Selma. Mr. 
Ben Crew was connected with it, and fora 
long time accompanied it in its wanderings. 
Henry Watterson, now of the Louisville Cour- 
rier-Journal, was on the Rebel’s editorial staff 
for some time. His erratic course, however, 
injured the paper, and one of his editorials 
criticised the confederate plan of campaign so 
severely that several thousand soldiers ex- 
pressed an earnest desire tosee him. Even at 
that time Mr. Watterson was not noted for his 
spirit of accommodation, and he not only 
shirked meeting with his subscribers, but he 
Severed his connection with the Rebel. 

The Knoxville Register also sought refuge 
in Atlanta, where it was edited by Lucius J. 
Dupre and Major John C. Whitner. The 
Hon. L. Q. C. Lamar frequently wrote cdito- 
rials for it, and it had an able staff of contrib- 
utors, 

The Memphis Appeal was quite a popular 
paper in those days. Editor McCallahan made 
it lively, and his war correspondents included 
some of the best writers of the day. The pa- 
per was always well printed, and, though it 
had to appear very often as a 
sheet, it always had a neat and 
newsy look. The advance of the invaders 
made a stormy petrel of the Appeal, and sent 
it flitting from place to place until it reached 
Selma. After that it fled into the mountains 
of north Alabama, and there is a well authen- 
ticated story to the effect that a company of 
federal cavalry captured the editor on a mule, 
with a proof press and his saddle bags filled 
with type, all that remained of the once pros- 
perous Appeal. 

In addition to these refugee dailies, Atlanta 
had five home papers, all daily—the Intelli- 
gencer, the Southern Confederacy, the Gate 
City Guardian, the Commonwealth, and the 
Reveiile. 

Major John H. Steele was the editor of the 
Intelligencer, which was then owned by Judge 
Jared Irwin Whittaker. He was a strong, 
clear writer, and one of the best informed men 
in the profession. The Intelligencer was a 
power in this section of the state, and it stuck 
to the besieged city as long as it was safe to re- 
main, but toavoid capture it was compelled 
to go to Macon. 

The Southern Confederacy, owned by 
George W. Adair, J. Henley Smith, and oth- 
ers, was a very able newspaper. While Colo- 
nel Adair remained in the city he infused his 
characieristic spirit and energy into his jour- 
nal, and ptshed itintoan immense circula- 
tion. Later he joined General Forrest’s cay- 
alry. The Southern Confederacy hada very 
large staif, comprising some of the best writers 
inthe south. Mr. E. W. Marsh, of the pres- 
ent firm of Moore & Marsh, was on it. Asa R. 
Watson, 2 light and _ gracefal writer, 
and a poet of some renown, was 
one of the editors. Mr. Cardozo, a 
venerable South Carolina journalist, wrote 
some remarkable articles on finance and polit- 
fical economy forit. Notthe least prominent 
member of the staff was Henry Watterson, 
after he had given up his first love, the Chat- 
tanooga Rebel. Editor Watterson, warned by 
his past experience, did not cut up any high 
jinks on the Confederacy. Perhaps Colonel 
George Adair and Mr. J. Henley Smith held 
him in check, or it may be that his exile 
made him moody and meditative. He was 
a familiar figure onthe streets, but he made 
few acquaintances, and with the exception of 
the genial Watson he had no intimate friends. 
Bo quiet was his course of life, that when he 
departed on his way southward he was missed 
by only afew. Later, when it was getting too 
hot to tarry, the Confederacy moved to Col- 
umbus. 

The Reveille, edited by S. D. Niles, was an- 
other moulder of public opinion, and it was 
assisted in the work by the Gate City Guar- 
dian. Both papers were killed by the siege. 

Atlanta had a lively evening paper, the 
Commonwealth. J. S. Peterson was the 
editor, and W. G. Whidby was his right hand 
man. The Commonwealth was a good paper. 
Peterson was an indefatigable editor. He 
wrote political articles, sketches, stories and 
mews items. There was nothing that he could 
pot tackle, and his work was always vigorous 
and thoroughly journalistic. For some reason 
the Commonwealth favored its readers with an 
endless variety of paper. Book paper, pure 
white news, straw colored, manilla, common 
brown wrapping paper, and even wall paper 
were all used by turns in its later editions. 
The other dailies had a hard time also in this 
respect, and at one time. during the seige the 
best that the Intelligencer could do was to 
issue a little narrow strip containing barely a 
column of reading matter. 
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But the press bore up bravely under adverse 
eircumstances. It was no time to find fault 
with men and measures, and the Atlanta pa- 
pers expressed the utmost confidence in the 
final defeat of Sherman. Citizens and soldiers 
alike, weary with watching and ready to 
bend and break down under the storm of war, 
eagerly seized these journals every morning, 
and after reading their cheerful and ringing 
editorials, they felt that the day of their de- 
liverance must be near at hand. If the 
siege editors neglected anything it 
was local news. It wasthought bad policy to 
publish detailed accouuts of the damage done 
by the enemy’s shells. No doubt the editors 
thought that it was altogether unnecessary, as 
their readers knew fully as much about such 
matters as they did. 
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Of course the editors and prinfers were 6x- 
empt from conscription. This was a great 
thing, and the newspaper offices always had all 
the men they needed, and some that were 
mere hangers on. Once there was a prospect 
of serious trouble. The printers. struck for 
higher wages. 

Several editors put their heads together, and 
decided upon the cutest plan imaginable. 
They visited the conscript officer in a body, 
Stated the case, and requested him toconscript 
the printers as they were out of a job and 
therefore no longer entitled to exemption. 

The conscript officer had a long head, and he 
knew his duty. 

“Gentlemen,” he said, ‘“‘you are undoubtedly 
right. I will goto work at once, and as you 
are here I will conscript you to begin with.” 

“Conacript us!”’ exclaimed the editors. 
“Certainly. As you have no printers you 
can’t get out your papers. So you no longer 
belong to the exempted class.” 

This was an unexpected result, The editors 


asked time for a consultation with their print- 


ters. All differences were harmoniously ar- 
ranged, and in less than fifteen minutes the 
editors were turning out copy for their em- 
ployes, who had again taken their stand at 
their cases. 
nam 

Besides newspapers, there was plenty of 
other reading matter in Atlanta during the 
siege. Among the confederate publications in 
the book line were ‘“‘Les Miserables,’ “Lady 
Audley’s Secret,’ “The Captain of the Vui- 
ture,”” ‘‘No Name,” several of Miss 
Muhiback’s novels, “Great Expectations,’ 
“A Strange Story,” “The Aide de Camp,” 
“The Golden Daggers;”” “Clarimonde,” Pol- 
lard’s “‘History of the War,” “Master William 
Mitten,’’ and a few other pamphlets. These 
books were miserably printed on coarse brown- 
ish colored paper, with manilla or wail paper 
covers. Their retail price was from two dol- 
lars to five dollars, and everybody bought 
them. 

The book stores had in stock many volumes 
purchased before the war. The novels went 
first, but later almost everything would sell. 
Men who had never read a book through in 
their lives bought costly editions of the old 
English writers, simply because they wanted 
to get rid of their confederate money. 
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In such stirring times the literary faculty of 
a@ people always undergoes a rapid and abnor- 
mal development. When the issues of life and 
death are in the very air; when every man is 
stimulated to deeds of heroism and self-sacri- 
fice, there is a fever in the most sluggish veins, 
and the dullest man talks and 
writes in a picturesque and graphic style. In the 
army and out of it men and women who had 
never thought of writmg for the press, rushed 
into print with letters, stories and poems 60 
emotional, strong and fiery that they cannot 
be read without a thrill of excitement even at 
this late day. One thing, however, was neg- 
lected. Very few kept diaries. In the midst 
of such a tumult nobody was calm enough to 
write down the occurrences of each 
day. Then, too, » such literary 
work was dangerous. There were 
many flaming patriots who resented any effort 
to present the facts of the situation just as 
they existed, and they were only too ready to 
charge the writers with disloyalty. The hang- 
ing of Jacob Starr by a mobin Montgomery 
for the offense of keeping a diary was fresh in 
the minds of all, and when a man felt tempted 
to begin a daily record of events, rnmors and 
opinions, he generally reconsidered the matter, 
and decided to keep his knowledge of men and 
affairs securely locked up in his own head. 


The average confederate war story was yery 
much like a letter from a warcorrespondent in 
some respects. The yankees who figured in it 
were always low-browed and villainous look- 
ing. They were always scheming, treacherous 
and cowardly. The confederate hero was 
always a perfect Apollo, impetuous, chivalrous 
and the soul of honor. In his encounters with 
the enemy he generally disposed of from ten to 
twenty of his foemen in a skirmish, 
and never failed to escape unharmed to marry 
his sweetheart, a model of beauty and purity, 
whose devoted patriotism and patrician 
haughtiness had reduced scores of _miserable 
and hopeless yankee lovers to the very last 
stages of despair. 
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complete sets of confederate newspapers are 
scarce enough now, but no intelligent use has 
yet been made of them. One of 
these days a writer will come 
along who will go throngh all 
this interesting matter, sifting out what is 
really valuable, and then will be given to the 
world stories and histories of inside life in the 
confederacy that will be worth soinething. 
Possibly a Dumas anda Macaulay are even 
now in our midst revolving some literary 
scheme of the kind in their minds, but up to 
date they have kept so securely concealed that 
it is impossible to guess at their whereabouts.

Mr. Edmund Clarence Stedman, the poet- 
banker, tells of an amusing experience he had 
not very longago. It seems that he was one 
of a party of gentlemen that, coming from a 
meeting of the Anthors’ club, dropped in at 
the Hoffman house for liquid refreshment. It 
was late at night and, the party was a singu- 
larly congenial one, composed of such kindred 
spirits as W. D. Howells, Julian Hawthorne, 

. B. Aldrich, R. W. Gilder and Mark Twain. 

While these gentlemen were telling stories 
over their flagons and around one of those 
polished oak tables with which Brother Stokes 
accominodates his guests, a very gentlemanly- 
looking individual made his appearance, and, 
handing Mr. Stedman his card, said: ‘* Pardon 
me, sir, but as you appene to be a very jolly 
set of fellows. [should like to make one of 
your number.” Mr, Stedman glanced at the 
card and saw engraved thereupon “General 
Ernest Fitzroy Leigh, her majesty’s service.’’ 
Colonel Leigh explained sotto voice that his 
ship lay in the harbor, and that he had come 
to town on a short leave of absence. 

“Tam sure,” said Mr. Stedman, cordially, 
‘that these gentlemen will be glad to make 
your acquaintance.”’

THE DIGNITY OF LABOR, 


Youth to Heed. 
ADDRESS OF EVAN P. HOWELL 


To the Students of North Georgia 
Agricultural Gollege. 


The following is the text of the address de- 
liveréd before the students of North Georgia 
Agrienitural college by Captain Evan P. 
Howell, of Atlanta: 

Ladies and Gentlemen and Young Gentle- 
men of the North Georgia Agricultura! Col- 
lege: I trust you will pardun me for departing 
somewhat from the beaten track in the brief 
address which I propose to make you today. 
I have selected a subject that has not met 
with as much favor in college commencements 
in the past as itsimportance demands. We 
have had some mistaken ideas about labor. 

In the first place, it is not an uncommon 
thing to hear it said that labor is the result of 
the original sin of Adam and Eve in the gar- 
den of Eden. 

In the second place, it seems tobe the de- 

sire of some to secure an education so that they 
wiil not have to labor. 
_ Both propositions are false in fact and false 
in theory; and as you are about to commence 
what a, be termed the active period of your 
life, I will address myself to you on a subject 
that will be, if duly considered. of the greatest 
importance to your temporal welfare. 

My subject is the dignity of labor. Labor in 
all its forms was dignified by the Divine Cre 
ator when He labored for six days to create the 
heavens and the earth and all the living 
creatures that dwell therein. He labored six 
days and on the seventh Herested. There can 
be no rest without labor. In the very begin- 
ning man was assigned a duty: he was to care 
for and keep the beautiful garden of Eden. 
That garden was given to him for 
@® home, and we all know that 
under the impulse of life that had 
been given to the vegetable world Eden 
would have soon grown into a rank wilderness 
of fruits and flowers if Adam had not been 
made tolabor. It was also required of him as 
a part of lis labor to name the yarious beast 
of the field. In fact, the meagre details of 
the creation that have come down to us are 
full of suggestions that man was to lead an 
active and a bustling life, full of pleasure and 
responsibility. In the very nature of things he 
was to labor in order to enjoy life to the fullest 
extent. 

As the Lord labored to create the world, so 
it was intended that created man should find 
happiness and content in the activities and re- 
sponsibilities that belong to labor. If you will 
investigate the matter a little you will find 
that tho first time Adam was cauglit in the 
shade was after he had disobeyed the com- 
mands of God. He was in the shade hiding 
and loafing. Not only does the revealed word 
of God dignify labor, but all nature teaches 
the grand lesson. The stars that shine in the 
heavens, the life-giving sun, the earth 
on which we live—the whole universe, in fact 
—move in never-ending circles. Everything 
is busy—life itself is labor; but itis given to 
the intelligenee of man toso direct his labor 
that it shall benefit not only himself, but other 
peopleas well, Asastagnant pool breeds the 
germs of disease, so idleness breeds all forms 
of sin. We have not properly dignitied labor 
in the past. This is true, not only of our own 
people, but of all mankind. The historian 
chronicles the results of labor; but how few 
the names of the heroes in this 
vast field do we find recorded 
in history! You, young gentlemen, 
can name the heroes atthe siege of Troy, but 
who can tell the names of even a few of those 
who, by their ceaseless toil and skill, built the 
basa +p of Egypt. Old Sir Thomas Browne, 

uumself a busy man in bookmaking and pliys- 
icking,quaintly says (I quote his meaning if not 
his words): ‘‘We know who laid the torch to 
the temple of Diana, but the name is lost 
of him that built it.’”’ Our histories are 
full of the heroic deeds of § great 
warriors in all ages of the world, 
yet how much_ suffering, devastation 
and bloodshed mark its pages. History is 
full of the deeds of those who kill; who tear 
down and. destroy, but how curtly 
aud briefly it deals with the memories of 

those who have built up the waste places 
that war has made. The destroyers have in 
many instances monopolized the aitention of 
statesmen, while labor and its grand results 
have been turned over tothe tender mercies 
of ‘the demagogue and agitator, who seek 
only their own aggrandizement. 

The pages of history teem with glowing ac- 
counts of the destruction of great cites, and only 
the soldiers who destroyed them are known to 
fame. Youcan name the generals who have 
won great renown in the _ business of 
war. You know the strength of their 
armies; you know almost evew detail of the 
plans of their campaign; but you do not know 
the names of those who built the cities that 
were destroyed. 

A short time since it was my good fortune to 
hear a grand compliment paid toa citizen of 
Georgia—a compliment that illustrates in 
some sort the views I have been trying in my 
feeble way to impress upon you. Said Dr. 
Scott Todd, one of the eminent physicians of 
Atlanta: “In that final day, when all secrets 
are revealed, I would rather be Dr. Abner W. 
Calhoun than to be Julius Cvsar, 
with all his glory and renown. 
Cesar will meet many people who 
were the victims of the cruelty that made 
him great. But Dr. Calhoun will meet the 

or to whom he has been a benefactor, the 
blind he has made to see, the deaf he has madc 
to hear, the dumb he has made tospeak. The 
one will meet a multitude of enemies; the 
other will meet a multitude of friends.’”’ What 
a grand compliment, I say, to a fellow-citizen ! 
It is true, every word of it, and to such exaim- 
ples Icommend you. It was accomplished by 
patient labor, and is the legitimate fruit of it. 

We donot properly appreciate labor. We 
do not properly estimate how much comfort 
and happiness it has added to gur world—low 
it hasgohe hand in hand with religion and 
education to dispel the darkness of savage 
life, and to forward the work of civilization. 
War may destroy, but it isthe mission of la- 
bor to build up, to reviye, to rehabilitate, to 
reconstruct. It is the basis of all wealth and 
of all prosperity. When it languishes the 

ople feel it, just as they do when they fail to 
get the fresh air of heaven to breathe. When it 
ceases the people suffer. It fills the professions 
with successful men. lt is the motor behind 
art and science. Even genius—that indefinite 
— that defies analysis—has been de- 
scribed. and in my opinion truly, as the result 
of labor and patience. It is, therefore, your 
duty—it is to your interest—that when you go 
forth from these walls you have proper ideas 
as to the dignity and necessity of labor. 

Young gentlemen, you are about to enter 
on the active duties of life. Do not 
make the mistake that many have 
made before you. How often we hear a 
young man say, when his college career is 
sons | that he has finished his education. No 
mistake could be more fatal to success. 

The young man who seriously believes that 
his education is completed with his college 
course nay as well write the result of his life 
ip one word—FAILURE. 

Your real education has just begun. What 

ou have learned here under the influence and 
Virection of your wise and patient professors 
will be infinitely useful to me no matter 
where your lut in life is cast; but to what you 
have learned in your books you must add that 

ractical education which makes men success- 
ul. This practical education is rendered nec 
by the competition which will meet you 

every where and at eyery turn in business and 
in the professions. It is a rushing, 
rattling, heartless competition where every 
one is compelled to look out for 
himself. It is in this whirlpool 
human nature and human activity 
you must be educated, and it is here that you 
will find labor to be among the most strenuous 
necessities. 

Your books, young gentlemen, even the high- 
est of them, are merely clementary. In these 
you have been well tanght, but in that other 
school to which I have alluded, you must be 
your own preceptors. This tield, broad as it is, 
appears to have been already preempted. There 
is room there for you, li you will make it; 
there is room there for any and every young 
«man with pluck and = who is not afra.d 

to labor. You may be | lessed with wealth 
left by a prudent, industrious pareftt, but let 
me tell you that unless you learn the lessun

life will be a failure. Your career will be a 
grievous disappointment to those who are 
near and dear to you. 

If you have been impressed with the belief 
that the education which you get out of books 
Will keep you from work, you are mistaken. 
What you have been taught here has but one 
end in view—to enable you to accomplish tlie 
work that is before you with more intelligence, 
and therefore with more ease, than would be 
the case if you had no knowledge of books. 

It you have read your books 
diligently, you will have found in them 
many wise sayings that have been recorded 
oithe ancients. Some of the languages you 
have studied are dead, but the literature they 
embody and embalm is as vital today as it was 
when Homer wrete and Socrates expounded. 
Even the ancients understood the dignity of 
labor, and across the centuries we hear their 
great orators and writers exclaiming, ‘‘Labor 
i8 invincible,’ ‘Labor conquers all things.” 

Labor, like virtue, has its own reward, and 
the man who uses it not only for his own wel- 
fare and comfort, but for the welfare and com- 
fort of his neighbors, needs only the Divine 
grace to make him a perfect man—needs only 
Divine grace to make his happiness complete 
in this world and the next. 

You will find nature waiting patiently for 
you to turn its boundless resources into chan- 
nels of usefulness. God intended that nature 
should develop itself only in accord with the 
labor of man, and even with what has been 
accomplished in science and art—the fruit of 
the endless labor of man—we have 
not yet even approached the scriptural 
idea ofnature. We stand after all these cen- 
turies at the threshhold of the temple, and it 
is jabor that holds the key. You will find 
nothing finished in this world that pertains to 
man’s work. In every field of labor,on land 
and on water,you will find unfinished work. 

Dreams of perfect social order may be enter- 
tained and elaborated by man. Any social 
order, that is not based on labor is Utopian— 
the dream of a visionary. Systemsof thought, 
though they be ripe with age, will disappear 
ng they haveas their basis the vital tact of 
abor, 

Nations, religions and philosophies rise and 
fallin all ages. They fall because they are 
not based on the fact that we were placed here 


| for a purpose; that we have responsibilities 


resting on us and duties to perform. Only the 
Christian religion seems to possess any degree 
of permanency, and that system recognizes 
the dignity of labor. Christ died to redeem 
the world, but He did not redeem man from 
the necessities of labor. 

Let me impress upon you all the lesson of 
my address, that the Christian cannot be happy 
without work, that the professional man can- 
not be happy without work, that no one can 
be bappy without work, and that itis our duty 
to so dignify labor that all will look upon it as, 
next to religion, the true source of temporal 
happiness. Whatever your vocation in life, 
young gentlemen, let it be your constant aim 
to dignify man’s labor. 

Encourage it, for it is more important than 
either statesmanship or patriotism, being 
the basis of both. You all know what the 
demoralization of labor means. Yog have 
seen some of the results of it in our own 
country. it means anarchy, confusion and 
bloodshed. Let us take it out of the hands of 
the demagogue and the agitator, and by wise 
and judicious laws lift it to its proper levil in 
this nation of ours—when it can go hand in 
hand with religion to make this a great and 
glorious land.

Ever and anon he could distinctly hear the 
words, ‘‘Webb,”’ “low bred scoundrel,” ‘‘ten 
dollars,”’ ‘‘insult me.”’ 

Suddenly Choice, who had been tumbling 
around his room, threw himself heavily upon 
the bed and fell into a deep sleep. 

The first thing which Choice did when he 
arose next morning was to gointo the barroom 
and ask for a drink. He asked John Ennis, 
the barkeeper,to drink with him, and he could 
not find it in his heart to refuse. pees § drank. 

‘*You were not here last night,’’ said Choice, 
suddenly. 

‘‘No,’’ said Ennis. 

“Well, I was,’’ said Choice, ‘and I was 
ased damn mean by a rascal.

Choice bent his head in deep thought a mo- 
ment, then brightened up and said earnestly:

Mr. Choice then walked out and got his 
breakfast, after which he proceeded to the 
Trout house bar and took two or three drinks. 
He then went over tothe Atlanta hotel bar 
and took a few more drinks, 


The Tragedy. 


A little after i0 o’clock on the morning of 
the 31st of December, 1858, Choice passed out 
of the front door of the Atlanta hotel, and 
walked in the direction of the old railroad 
*“shed,’’ which stood where the union depot 
now stands. It wasraining. In his left hand 
Choice held an uplifted umbrella. His right 
hand was laid across his breast. His head was 
slightly bowed, dnd as he walked along 
he looked like a maninadcream. He did not 
stagger, but at times his gait was unsteady. 
Just at the Wall street corner of whatis now 
the Kimball house block, two gentlemen 

sed Choice. He. raised his head a moment 
and looked them straight in the face, but did 
not seem to see them. They returned the look, 
when he at once dropped his chin upon his 
chest, and walked aimlessly on. 

The gentlemen thought the man was walk- 
ing in his sleep. ‘ 

Wien Choice reached the south east corner 
of North Pryor or Wall street, right where 
Durand’s restaurant now stands, he stopped 
suddenly for a momentand then turning quick- 
ly to the left, passed slowly up North or 
street on the plank sidewalk, which in those 
days extended from the “Shed” to the old 
Trout house which was on the eorner of _Déca- 
tur just where Haltiwanger’s drug store stands. 

Choice was walking on the east side of 
North Pryor. To his right was the city park, 
extending down to Loyd street. To his left, 
and just across the street, was the old Atlanta 
hotel, and at intervals along its side stood fine 
old shade trees.. Choice had gained the point 
where Hirsch Brothers store stands, when 
something on the other side of the street at- 
tracted his attention. It. was Cal- 
vin Webb, the bailiff. He was walk- 
ing in the direction of the rail- 
road undera large umbrella. Webb was about 
forty feet from Choice. The moment Choice 
saw him he pulled a large pistol and fired. 
Webb was taken completely by surprise. 
Choice placed his pistol on his knee and, 
eekly cocking it, took deliberate aim at 

Vebb for the second shot. Webb yelled 
“Don’t shoot!’’ and then threw his open um- 
brella down in front as if to shield his body 
from the bullet. A loud report rang out, and 
this time the ball went crashing through the 
umbrella and pierced Webb’s right breast. As 
Choice fired he said, “God d——n you, I will 
kill you anyhow.” Webb staggered and fell 
with the words, “I’m a dead man!” The ar- 
éery was cut and in a few seconds he died from 
internal hemorrhage, 

Then occurred a most remarkable incident. 

Choice paused a moment, and, brandishing 


his still smoking pistol over his head, yelled, 


“D- n you, take that!” He then threw back 
his head and ran straight up the plank walk 
toward the Trout house, all the time swinging 
the emeerrne plete) around his head. Reaching 
the corner, he turned down Decatur street, 
passed directly in front of the Trout house, 
and ran up an alley way just this side of the 
old Mason® hall. He hid himself in an old 
empty wooden house which stood near the 
street car stables on Line street. 

The news of the killing spread like wild fire 
and in less than twenty minutes a maddened 
mob of three thousand people had collected 
and were scouring the center of the town for 
Cho'ce. Some had long ropes, some pistols 
and several men held in their hands lon 
gleaming butcher knives. The air was fill 
with cries of “kill him,” “hang the d—d 
murderer,”’ “lynch him,” ‘‘where is he,” “let 
us get him.” “swing the d—n scoundre!l.”’ 
Such excitement has never been known in 
Atlanta. 

While the mob were searching for their vic- 
tim, Mr. E. T. Hunnicutt, the cool, brave 
marshal of the town, was not idle. 

He arrested Choice in the old house, and 
disarmed him. Ciwice heard the cries of the 
mob and his face paled. 

‘Where is the nearest prison ?”’ he asked the 
marshal. 

“The calaboose is the nearest,” replied Hun- 
nicutt. 

‘*Put me in it, quick. Den’t let them hurt 
me!’’ and as he spoke a thousand voices broke 
upon the air: “Hang him!” “Hang him!’’ 

“They shall not hurt you while I am heze,’’ 
said Hunnicutt. 

He burriied his prisoner on—up in front of 
the Tront house—down Broad across the old 
wooden bridge—and into the calaboose, a 
small wooden building wiich stood justin the 
rear of the spot upon which Sisson’s job 
office now is. 

The mob rushed after, andin five minutes 
the old wooden bridge was thick with people— 
the street was thronged with determined men 
—the calaboose was surrounded. It was a tur- 
bulent gathering, and all were clamoring for 
human blood. A seore cf men had ropes— 
one nan had already made a noose in a rope, 
and fastened the other end to the banisters of 
the bridge. 

Every moment the crowd grew stormier. 
Men rushed about like furies. Demoniac yells 
hustied in the air. The wild excitement was 
about to reach a climax—for the mob were 
upon the point of sweeping down upon the lit- 
tle caiaboose. At that minute the life of Wil- 
liam A. Choice was not worth a baubee. 

But just asthe blood thirsty mob were bent 
upon the worst. one of nature’s noblemen ap- 
peared upon the scene. 

It was James M. Calhoun, the then mayor 
of Atlania. 

He mounted a barre) and made the best 
stump speech since that of Mark Antony 
over the dead body of Julius Cwsar. He said 
in thrilling tones: 

“Fellow citizens,’’ in a moment the stillness 
was perfectly awful, ‘“‘My fellow citizens, I 
move that we adjourn to the courthouse and 
discuss this matter like men. We can then 
decide upon a line of action, and whatever 
that may be, I promise to do my part in carry- 
ing it out.’’ 

‘hat speech saved the life of Choice and 
spared Atlanta the disgrace of her first lynch- 
ing. 

It was as if some magician had waved his 
wand above that stormy throng. 

Cries of “‘That’s right!’”’ ‘We will!” “Let 
us do this thing right!’’ rent the air and the 
surging mass took up the line of march for 
the old courthouse nearly a quarter ef a mile 
away. 

Here the matter was discussed in mass 
meeting. The counse] of the wise old heads 
prevailed.- The meeting decided to let the 
law take its course and the action was, as is 
usual with the action of mass meetings in At- 
lania, solemnly ratified by the people. Mayor 
Calhoun did exactly what he said he would 


do. 

He helped to carry out the action of the 
meeting. 

It Was the Bottle. 

Webb was killed on Friday. 

The next day about 10 o’clock, at the request 
of Choice, the Rev. Thomas M. W. Wilkes 
visited him at the calaboose. 

Mr. Choice was under deep feeling. ‘I 
want to tell you what has meat me to do this 
deed. have an execellent,a deeply pious 
mother,’’ and his voice trembled with strong 
emotion as he mentioned her name, ‘She 
has been a good mother to me—always 

me the best ossible — ad- 
=U: hee bended her coun- 
I would not now be in a felon’s cell. I 
tore myself away from my mother’s counsel 
and influence and mingled in vicious society. 
It led me to the billiard tables, tothe grog 
shop. I formed the habit of drinking, and to 
strong drink I ascribe the act for which I am 
imprisoned. When under th@ influence of 
liquor, I am a@& mad man. _§ 1 had nothing 
against Webb, and had I been in 
my right mind, I would not 
have killed him. I bear that you are going to 
preach Webb’s funeral tomorrow. I want you 
to allude to the steps which have led me to 
ruin. I want you to warn all young mer. 
against adopting a similar course. want you 
to hold me upasasadexample. No young 
man is safe who bas vicious associates here 
is no security for a young man who is addicted 
to his cups. My prospects in life were flattcr- 
ing—but I have ruined myself by strong drink. 
I have but one hope now. It is to try to seck 
a pardon for my sins and to prepare to meet 
my God.”’ 
The Veiled Prisoner. 

That same day about night fail Choice was 
heavily veiled in black fronr head to foot, and 
carried from the calalboose to the carshed. The 
veils were 80 adjusted as to completely destroy 
his identity as aman and those who saw the 
mysterious object as it was taken to the train 
did not Know what it was. This 
strategém was adopted for fear 
that Webb’s friends—many of whom were 
still greatly excited—might attempt to assail 
the prisoner ifthey should see him on the 
street. This novel disguise was probably sug- 
gested by Choice himself, for his whole nature 
was full of the dramatic instinct. The pris- 
oner was carried to Milledgeville, where he 
was placed in the jail for safe keeping. 

The Trial. 

At the April term, 1859, of the superior court 
of Fulton county, a bill of indictment was 
found which charged William A. Choice with 
thé murder of Calvin Webb. 

The case was tried at the Uctover teym, |

in Fulton + ws Benjamin H. Hill, at that 
time just turned thirty; A. N. Wright, who,

this array of legal talent stood for Choice. He 
was vigorously prosecuted by Thomas L. Coop- 
er, the solicitor-general of this circuit, assisted 
by a number of the local bar. Among them 
was Mike ivey, who now resides at Marietta. 
It was Colonel Ivey, who, in describing the 
downward career of Choice, originated the 
famout and picturesque expression, ‘‘the furder 
he went, the wurser he got.”’ 

The plea was overs yf 

The delenes proved that several years before 
the killing that Choice had fallen outof a 
buggy at his home in Rome, Ga., and cut a 
deep gash in his head, which affected his 
brain. They claimed that he never fully re- 
covered from the effects of this wound. It 
was contended that the cut left him in such 
condition as that when he drank to excess he 
became crazy and was, therefore, not 
responsible for his acts when 
under the influence of liquor. It was also 
contended that the cuton the head afflicted 
Choice’s brain with a disease called oinoma- 
nia, which irresistibly impelled him to drink 
and after being so impelled he did drink an 
thus became insane from drink. 

The prosecution admitted that Choice was 
drunk when he killed Webb, and planted 
themselves on the well known principle that 
drunkenness is no excuse for crime. 

A crowd of witnesses swore that Choice was 
insane. 

Among the experts introduced in the effort 
to establish Choice’s insanity were Doctors 
Willis F. Westmoreland, James F. Alexander 
and Joseph P. Logan. They were then rising 
young physicians. The gravamen of their tes- 
timony was to the effect that Choice was not 
rational when he killed Webb. 

Among other then prominent Atlanta gen- 
tlemen who testified in the case may be men- 
tioned Colonel Luther J. Glenn, Dr. Joseph 
Tlompson, proprictor of the old Atlanta hotel,

kins. The judgment of the court below was 
affirmed, and by his wonderful decision Chief 
Justice Lumpkin made it a celebrated case.

MUST THEY OBEY? 


The Question Which Bothers 
Young Brides. 


SOME STRIKING CEREMONIES. 


What Leading Ministers Say on 
the Subject. 


A young lady, recently married in Atlanta, 
wrote the minister a few hours before the cer- 
emony was performed, asking him to “please 
omit the word ‘opey’ from the marriage ser- 
vice.” 

For what reason it is difficult to tell. The 
word means so little after al], since the whole 
marriage ceremony can be annulled in the di- 
vorce courts; besides, if a woman have red 
hair and a large nose she might say fifty obeys 
at the wedding without benefitting her hus- 
band after the ceremony. 

Bishop Weed, when a pastorin Augusta, 
had an unusual experience With the word 
“obey.” 

It is compulsory in the Episcopal service, 
and a young girl, who had asked him to per- 
form her wedding ceremony, vowed before- 
hand that she’d neversayit. She was mar- 
ried in a crowded church. When Bishop 
Weed came to “obey’’ she closed her lips 
firmly. He waited a moment, then repeated 
the word; still no answer. He said it twice 
again with siow impressiveness, then the girl 
drawied out in aloud voice ‘‘o-0-0-b-e-y,”” and 
ali the church was in a titter. 

Some yeas ago a famons belle and beauty in 
a Georgia city had her affections very much 
divided between two of her most ardent suit- 
ors. Oneof them finally persuaded her to 
— him clandestinely. When the marriage 
was discovered by her parents she burst into 
tears and said she wanted to marry the other 
man; that she found she loved him best and 
didn’t want to live with the husband she had 
chosen.- Her parents were shocked at such 
sentiments, and insisted upon having the clan- 
destine marriage ratified by another in her 
home with her minister’s blessing. She was 
almost forced to walk into the parlor with her 
husband, and when the minister came to the 
word “obey” she pouted out her lips and said: 
‘“I’ll try,” and she couldn’t be made to say 
anything else. 

Are ministers often asked to make such 
changes in the marriage ceremony? Almost 
all use the Episcopal service, which contains 
the word ‘‘obey,”’ and what they haveto say 
upon this subject will be found of interest. 

Several of the leading ministers of different 
denominations were asked that question yes- 
terday. 

Dr. Strickler says he does not attach any 
importance to the word “‘obey,’”’ and very 
often leaves it out ofthe service. ‘‘It isn’t 
any use,’’ he said, ‘‘to make a woman say it. 
It isin the Bible, and the carrying it out de- 
eer upon the woman. There’s another thing 

seldom put in the marriage.ceremony. It’s 
the passage asking any one to speak if there is 
an objection to the marriage. never put that 
in unless I have some justifiable reason for it. 
What an impertinent thing it would be for a 
minister to come to my house for tle purpose 
of marrying my daughter and ask if there was 
any vbjection tothe marriage. It is to be sup- 
posed that the parents and friends have seen 
to the character and life of each person long

Dr. McDonald says women are generally so 
anxious to get married that he’s never found 
much truble in making them say ‘obey,’ 

‘‘Sometimes’’ he says, “I find a _ self-willed 
looking woman and [ then take particular 
care to put ‘obey’in my service. I love to 
make a wilful woman say it. Whether the 
word is true or not makes little difference. 
Obedience from woman to man is one of na- 
ture’s laws, and the lack of it in these days 
has caused woman’s rights and divorces.”’ 

Dr. Chaney, who always has something 
clever and amusing on every subject, tells of 
an experience with the word ‘‘obey:”’ 

‘When I was the pastor of the old Holly 
street church in Boston,’’ he said, ‘‘a couple 
wanted Phillips Brooks and myself to marry 
them with the Episcopal service. So Mr. 
Brooks said he wouldsay the prayers and I 
must perform the ceremony. The young lad 
had a very strong willand must have forgo 
ten that ‘obey’ was inthe Episcopal cere- 
mony, for when I came to it she positively re- 
fused to opga her lips until I repeated it, then 
she saiZ it emphatically. She’s a charming 
woman and she and her husband are very 
happy. 

“I never use ‘obey’ in my own marriage 
service. My questions are the same to the 
man and woman. I ask, ‘Wilt thou love, 
honor, cherish and keep?’ I think those four 
questions all that are necessary. There are 
two other parts of the marriage ceremony 
nearly always used, but which I omit. One is 
the passage relating to Isaac and Rebecca, the 
other is the portion relating to St. Paul. 
want the couples I marry to live more faith- 
fully than Isaac and Rebecca, and I do not see 
any use in bringing St. Paul into the marriage 
ceremony when he was the only confirmed old 
bachelor in the Bible. 

‘Some Dutch ministers tell amusing things 
about weddings. A Dutch pastor was asked 
his fee by a couple he had just united. ‘Noth- 
ing at all,’ he answered. ‘You are perfectly 
welcome to it, if it will do you any good.’ ” 

Dr. Lee was asked about his experiences. 

“T don’t know that I was ever asked to omit 
the word ‘obey,’”’ he said, “‘but I am often 
asked to make the ceremonyjshort. Of course, 
there are suggestions as to special features in 
the services. These vary. use the service 
prescribed by our church, which is essentially 
the same as the Episcopal service.”

BEER AND DIGESTION 


What Dr. Hare, of the University of 
Pennsylvania, Says About It. 


Dr. EF. A. Hare, demonstrator of experimental 
therapeutics aod Instructorin physical diagnosis 
In the University of Pennsylvania, says the physi- 
cian ts frequently puzzled when prescribing for @ 
convalescent as to which alcoholic beverage of @ 
mild and pleasant character he can recommend 
with the least fear of “upsetting” the stomach, 
The writer has, therefore, attempted to decide 
this question, 

Before passing to a direct consideration of the 
methods employed and the results obtalued It ts 
necessary that a few physiological and therapeutl- 
cal points be brought forward, Every one know? 
that alcohol retards digestion In the test tube, but 
aids itin the stornach ; aud while these factaaeem ~ 
somewhat paradoxical, they are, in reality, per- 
fectly logical, for the following reasons : 

In the tesat-tube we bave a given quantity of 
digestive fluid on whichthe alcohol may act, aod 
we cannot have any tncrease in the quantity of 
that fluid, because it is surrounded by glass walls, 
In the stomach ihe alcoholacts quite as much oa 
the digestive ferment as it does on the test-tube, 
butit also. by the presence of that viscus, excites 
the gastric glands to such an extent that an excess 
of gastric juice is secreted sufficient to counterbal- 
ance any anti-digestive influences. [n other 
words, the action of the spirit on the living tissue 
is greater than its action on the digestive fermenta 

Theoretically, alcohol should never be used in 
indigestion or in conditions of gastric weakness; 
practically, every physician of experience or edu- 
cation gives alcohol under just these circum. 
stances, and, very properly, too, gives the stronger 
alcoholic preparations instead of the weaker. Ina 
typhoid fever we give brandy or whiskyin the 
first stages, almost solely for the purpose o” In 
creasing digestion, 

It is also known, by those interested in such 
matters in the profession, that beer aids digestion 
but little, or at all, by meansof its alcohol, since 
that constituent is present in so diluted a ‘orm and 
in such small quantity that it can neither aid db 
gestion to any extent by acting on the coats of the 
stomach nor retard it by influencing lhe disestive 
fuid, It should not be forgotten tha: while allak 
coholie fluids theoretically retard gastric digestion, 
that beer does so much less than brandy or whisky 
owing to {ts sma!iamount ofalcalo!, and while, as 
has already been shown, this fact ratuver obtaing 
against its practical use, that thisis overcome by 
the carbonic acid and bitter principles of the beer, 
which stimulate, excit> and act as bitter tonics on 
the gastric glands. 

Beers, to be wholesome, should, therefore, cons 
tain carbonie acid and bitter principles toa tals 
dewree, the alcohol tak.ng a subservient and alk 
most useless role so far as digestion is concerned, 

Tosum up the results o* these experiments, we 
find that the beers examined varied in their action 
as rouch as fifty-nine minutes, and that while most 
beers dc not retard digestion In all probability In 
the stomaclL. thatothers, such as those mentioned 
In the first part of the table, aid digestion very mas 
terially.

A CHINESE TALK.

Willie --Loo Chong. Interviewed 
About China. 
He Returns From a Six Months’ Visit to 
China and Talks to a Reporter 
Abeut What He Saw. 


— 


Prom the Auta, Ga., Chronicle. 

William Loo Chong, the Chinese merchant 
at the cotner of Broad and Marbury streets, 
has just returned frown a six months’ trip wo 
his uetive country. He went by the Union 
Pacific line to San Francisco, where he took a 
sailing vessel, which landed him at Canton, 


China, after fifty-onedays from the time he 
jeft Augusta. TheYare from here to Canton 
was os ey 5 exclusive of hotel expenses be- 
tween bere an Francisco. 

Loo Chong gives a very glowing description 
of his trip. He says theta great change has 
been wrought inoChina since he came to 
America, twenty years ago. The country is 
tapldly betorting ¢tyffized. Boiled missionary 
is no longer a table luxury with the rich man- 
darin. His epicurian taste has become more 
conservative and:refined. He now satisfies his 
appetite with rats and rice, and allows the 
good work of souksaving to proceed without 


interference. 

Loo Chong says when he left there a church 
simply monopolized worthless space and was 
the lonesomest looking structure in the a 
country. Now they can be found almost. 
frequently asin this country, notwithstanding 
the numerous by ways, crooks and turns the 
nickles and dimes of the good little American 
Sunday school boys and girls have to pass 
through before they reach the benighted little 
heathen. 

‘The Chinese,” says Chong, “have become 
enthused on the subject of railroad building. 
There are two lines of railway in operation, 
and a road is now in progress of construction 
between Shanghai and lekin, a distance of 
2,000 miles. It will take seven years to com- 
plete the road.” With aslirewd wink Clon 
assured the reporter that the ‘‘Melican man” 
does the ‘‘bossing,”’ and the Chinaman does 
the work onthe read. Thecars and locomo- 
tives are similar to those used in this country. 

Canton, the native city of Chong, he says, has 
a population of six and a half million souls. 
There, as well as at Shanghai, are many Eng- 
lish, German and French people, who are great 
factors in promoting civilization. The main 
desideratum among the Chinese is money 
making, and they countenance the influx of 
foreigners because the arts and sciences of 
civilization enable them to develop their re- 
sources and increase their wealth. 

“Tt costs a rich man in China about ten dol- 
lars a day to live me Hag decent, while a 
Coolie manages to scuffie alon 
cents. When eggs of an uncertain age are 
lymg around loose, he is resigned to com- 
promise without the quarter.” 

If Chong’s statements are brewed from the 
fountain of unadniterated veracity. the cheap 
labor rates paid in Chima are a delusion and a 
snare, He saysthat ‘good field hands com- 
mand from thirty-five to fifty cents a day, 
while good men in the stores and banks make 
from fifty to one hundred dollars per month.’’ 
He qualitied the assertion, however, with an 
honest shake ef the head and the simultaneous 
observation that “‘good men’’ in China were 
amazingly scarce. This exhibition of. truth- 
fulness on his part ought to inspire credence 
for all minor details. 

Hie told the reporter that he ‘‘ought to go to 
China and get a job in the custom house.”” He 
says that “a man of ordinary business tact can 
make a salary of three dollars a day from the 


government and steal ten dollars a day and | 


sleep half his time.” Such a genius is very 
convenient tothe Chinaman in assisting him 
tosmuggle goods through without duty, and 
always gets well paid for his trouble. 

Loo Chong’s trip was without a cloud until 
he started back to America. He went out and 
bought numerous articles with which to elec- 
trify those who congregate around his estab- 
lishment and tried to smuggle them through. 
The customhonse officers, however, fell on to 
his scheme like a pile of brick, and to his un- 
utterable dismay confiscated his entire coliee- 
tion. - Referring to the matter, he said that he 
‘‘wished the customhouse olticers were in 
heilee.’’

The Chautauqua Lake, 

The lake preblem has been solved at last. 

The Chautauqua lake will be like everything 
else at Chautauqna—the best t hat can be had. 
Sweetwater creck is somewhat muddy, which 
ruled Sweetwater creek out. The pumping 
station is located on a branch aimile and half 
away from the grounds. “lhe water is as clear 
and fresh as a spring, and three hundred thou- 
sand gallons a day will be delivered into the 
lake. 

The Chautauqua lake will cover five and a 
half acres. Animmense force of hands are 
now grading it to fourfeetin depth, and the 
bottom will be pebbled. An island forty by 
thirty feet will grace the center, and a dozen 
splendid trees will rise from the water. A fleet 
of twenty-five of ae best boats will be kept in 
service. A swimming pool from four to six- 


| teen feet deep, With pebbled bottom, bath 


houses and spring boards will be arranged at 
the lower noe of the lake. Swimming mas- 
ters and boat masiers will be on hand con: 
stantly to teach children. 

Some wonderfal effects will be made with 
the lake at night.

ANCTHER GARFIELD ON DECK. 

It is possible that the hopes of the 
repetition of the Garfield incident 
of eight years ago will have a great 
deal to do with destroying whatever chances 
Mr. Sherman might have. James B. Fora- 
ker, the blackguard governor of Ohio, is to all 
purposes one of the chief movers in behalf of 
Mr. Sherman, and has been selected to pre- 
sent his name to the convention, and yet it is 
currently reported and believed that this 
bloody shirt monstrosity nurses fond hopes 
of securing one of the plums _ for 
himself, and that he is ready to stab 
Sherman in the back to get either. A very 
smart fellow, this man Foraker is, and if indi- 
cations do not belie themselves, the Ohio sena- 
tor will have ample opportunity of getting a 
better insight into the character of his governor 
than ever. Of course it is probable that Fora- 
ker may not be allowed opportunity of getting 
in any work for himself, because it is said that 
the Ohio delegation and Senator Sherman 
himself looks very suspiciously on 
him, and_ stands ready to drop a 
chunk of ice down his back whenever he bends 
himself for any purposes outside of the regular 
order. 

There is one more disturbing element in the 
Sherman camp, and that is the following of the 
brilliant Ohio congressman, William McKin- 
ley, who is a dark horse of some proportions, 
and who, it is said, thinks he would make a 
very good man to lead the party. - Such being 
his feelings, it would not be natural if he and 
his friends were very enthusiastic for Sher- 
man, and it is not believed that they will lose 
any sleep in behali of the senator. 

A LACK OF STABILITY, 

Another thing about the Sherman boom is 
that its element of stability is very much 
shaken by the prominent part which the sonth- 
ern delegate is takingin its behalf. Some- 
how or other the impression prevails up here 
that the southern delegate asa general thing 
will not do to count on, and the managers of 
the other delegates laugh at the claim of the 
Shermanites that their man will get two- 
thirds of the delegates from the south. They 
seem to think that when the time comes 
the southern delegate can be placed at pleas- 
ure, and that if they are really needed else- 
where they can be easily gotten. They say 
that they are making no effort to break the 
southern column of Mr. Sherman’s support as 
yet, because under the circumstances they look 
upon it as the part of prudence and wisdom to 
postpone action until the last minute. Of 
course all this is very unjust and severe on 
the southern republican, but nevertheless it 
is true, it; remains to be 
scen whether or not events beari 
out the-inferential charges of the colored 
brother. 

GRESHAM AGAINST THE FIELD. 

No betterevidence ofthe strength of the 
Gresham movement can be furnished than the 
promptness with which the friends of the other 
candidates are falling inline against him. 
“Gresham must be beaten,’’is the rallying 
cry. 

It seems to be the general impression that 
Sherman will lead on the opening ballot, 
and that Gresham is the one 
most to be feared, and that 
unless a very powerful iniiuence is brought to 
bear to check the Gresham movement, it will 
succeed in running roughshod over the hepes 
of all the other candidates, 

There are, of course, good republicans. 

Likewise, there are bad republicans. 

The fight against Gresham isa contest be- 
tween the good republicans for Gresham, on 
the one hand, and tlic bad republicans for 
anybody but Gresham on the other. 

The greatest trouble with which Judge 
Gresham has to contend is that he has the 
record of being 

AN HONEST AND UPRIGHT MAN, 

and such a man is manifestly notjthe man for 
the republican nominee for the presidency. 
Gresham was a brave soldier, is an able law- 
yer, a clean statesman, and has a splendid 
record throughout his whole public life. He 
is a non-factional republican, and consequent- 
ly has never antagonized any particular 
element of the party. He has positively re- 
fused to enter into a contest for the nomina- 
tion, claiming that as a judgeof a United 
States court it would not be proper for him to 
have anything to do with politics. Feargin 
that his presence in the city might be mis- 
eonstrued, he has wound up his court, which 
has been in session here for some 
months, and has left the city to be. absent 
until after the , convention adjourns.

Indiana universally plays an important part 
in every national convention, republican or 
democratic, and generally plays in hard luck. 
But as often as the Hoosiers are downe:l they 
bob up serenely again and make more fuss 
than ever. The state’s intluence in national 
conventions is nearly always haudcapped by it 
“favorite scns.’’ 

This time it is Ben Harrison, who seems to 
have stepped into the shoes of the 
late Oliver P. Morton. The republicans of 
Indiana clung to Morton till he died, and 
now they are doing the same thing with Har-

WHAT ABOUT THE TARITrY? 

What will the republicans do about the 

tariff ? 
_ Whether or not they will face the democrat- 
ic music and make a square tariff issue, or 
adopt @ more conservative course, by strad- 
dling? 

In 1876 the platform simply said: 

The revenue necessary for current expenditures 
and the ovligations of the public debt must .be 
largely derived from duties upon importations, 
which so far as possible should be adjusted to pro- 
mote the interests of American labor and advauce 
the prosperity of the whole country. 

In 1880 the platform lumped in one resola- 
tion—the fifth—along with a lot of platitudes 
about public lands, polygamy, subsidies, and 
pensions, the following perfunctory statement: 

We reaflirm the belief ayowed in 1876 that the 
duties levied for the purposes of revenue should so 
discriminate as to favor American labor. 

That was all they had to say on the matter. 
In 1884 the convention gave up four resolutions 
to this question. The first was an elaboration 
of the plank of 1876; the second was an “‘ar- 
raignment’’ of the democrats; the fourth was 
a demand for the “‘readjustment”’ of the rates 
on wool, and the third was as follows: 

“The republican party pledges itself to correct the 
inequalities of the tariff and to reduce the surplus, 
not by the vicious and indiscriminating process of 
horizontal reduction, but by such methods as will 
relieve the taxpayer without injuring the laborer or 
the great productive interests of the country.” 

THE ISSUER FORCED. 

Thus it will be seen that there has never 
been any very material difference between the 
positions of the two parties on the tariff ques- 
tion, and the chief object of both seems to 
have been at double construction. 

But the democracy has taken a@ square 
stand, with the president’s message as its 
platform, and the general impression here is 
that this will place a direct issue on the ques- 
tion. If Hon, William McKinley, of Ohio, 
becomes chairman of the committee on recso- 
lutions, and it is probabie that he will, it will 
mean that the party will declare unequivocally 
for protection, for he is the representative of 
this sentiment. 

There is a strong feeling, however, among 
some of the western dclegates, that such a 
course would prove disastrous in several wes- 
tern strongholds, and it msy be that a stiff 
fight will arisc over the question. Itcan be 
relied on, however, that either a positive pro- 
tection plank will be adopted, or that ancther 
straddle will be enacted. 

SOME OLD-TIMERS MISSING, 

This convention is in striking contrast of that 
of four years ago, and forcibly demonstrates 
the decay of the party. There is alack of that 
enthusiasm which inspired the convention of 
’'S4. If there is one thing more enthusiastic 
than another at a political convention it is an 
otlice holder, and they literally bubbled over 
in 84. They were wild and made everybody 
else wild. 

But, alas! there are nove such‘ here now. 
There are many here who were office holders, 
and more who want to be, but they have a lean 
and hungry look and a downcast countenance, 
as if they foresaw evil. 

A SPEECH THAT WON'T BE MADE. 

Among those missing this time is George 
William Curtis, of Harper’ Weekly, who was 
one of the features of the last republican con- 
vention. I remember havingjheard him place 
Mr. Edmunds’ name in nomination for the 
presidency then,and in the course of hisspecch, 
he said: 

“I shall not repeat to you the splendid story of 
the republican party, a story that wenevertire of 
telling, and that our children are never tired of 
hearing; a story which is written on the heart or 
every American citizen, because-#t accounts greater 
services for liberty, for the country, tor mankind, 
than those of any other uation, at any other period 
of time.’’ 

Mr. Curtisis now an ardent supporter of 
Yieveland and Thurman, and 1 suppose won- 
ders how heever could baye made sucha 
speech. 

There aro many other faces missing, and 
many of them are inthe democratic column. 

Indeed, evidences are abundant that tbe 
republican party is under its last shadow.

But Blaine and Sherman Seem to be the 
Pav ve ty 

Cutcaco, June 16.—Probably the most sig- 
nificant event of the afternoon was the talk 
Which several of the Pacific coast delegation 
had with JudgeGresham. At this conference 
the subject of Gresham’s tariff views was dis- 
cussed and his position stated. Friends of 
Gresham have strong hopes of support from 
the Padific coast, should the Blaine movement 
miscarry, but the effect of the explanation of 
the judge’s position upon the gentlemen pres- 
ent at this talk was not calculated to be spe- 
cially encouraging to the Gresham people. 

United States Senator Quay, of Pennsyl- 
vania, who is looked upon as the leader of the 
delegation from that state, meta good many 
party leaders today. Quay is for Sherman, 
and said today that while he did not care to 
assume anything in adyance of the arrival of 
delegates, all of whom would be in tomorrow, 
or Monday, he was satisfied that Sherman 
would get most of their votes. Hastings, of 
Pennsylvania, who has been picked upon to 
place Sherman in nomination, is here, and had 
atalk with Quay. Chairman Cooper, of the 
state committe, isis also in the city, and has 
hopes that Blaine will be the choice of the 
convention. Cooper says there will be about 
forty votes for Sherman from Pennsylvania to 
start with, and ten votes for Gresham. Others 
are either doubtful or scattering, some of them 
being bound to vote for Blaine anyhow. He 
©vidently thinks there will be a break for 
Blaine eventually, and that the Pennsylvania 
delegates, with few exceptions, will go over 
with the Blaine stampede. 


TEMPORARY ORGANIZATION, 


A Business Meeting of the National Com- 
mittee, . 

CHicaGco, June 16.—The temporary organi- 
zation of the republican national convention 
was the very first business taken up tonight by 
the national committee. 

Mr. Conger, of Ohio, moved that the com- 
mittee proceed at once to the selection of a 
chaplain, temporary chairman, two secretaries, 
four reading secretaries, five assistant secreta- 
ries and an official stenographer. 

Stephen B. Elkins, who was in the commit- 
tee for the first time, suggested delay until 
Monday, particularly as to the election of a 
temporary chairman. 

Mr. Elkins was laughingly asked: 

‘Have you any candidate ?”’ 

Mr. Elkins said he had not, and only asked 
for postponement to give the delegations 
just arriving a chance to express their prefer- 
ences. 

A number of committee men, including 
Lawson, of New York, opposed any delay, on 
the ground that it was necessary, nearly all 
committeemen being now here. Immediately 
the selection of achairmain seemed immin- 
ent. 

When M. D. Foley, of Nevada, intimated 
that the Pacific coast delegates were among 
those who desired the delay, a disposition to 
gratify any reasonable request from the coast 
men was at once manifested.

Seven Bad Men Surprise an Express Messen-

Mr. Nelms was asked why he wished to con- 
trol his patent himself, and if it would not give 
him considerable trouble. 

‘Yes, in one sense of the word it will, but on 
the other hand a great deal of pleasure. You See, 
I have been raised to work, and do not mind it, 
and have always thought that one dollar 
honestly eerned would represent one dollar's 
worth of pleasure. My reasons for wanting to 
control it myself are,-first: If I give it to 
manufacturers or jobbers, it would have to be 
sold to the merchant that wanted it for his own 
use at a much higher price than I can furnish 
itforthem.

NICHOLLS. DROPS OUT 


And the Other Two Candidates 
Remain In. 


436 Ballots Taken Without Result—An 
Adjournment Until Tuesday— 
Other Political News. 


Brunswick, Ga., June 16.—[Special.]—The 
congressional convention dead lock here is still 
on. The combination remaining in the field 
today could not possibly be broken, although 
every effort was made to bring about a crisis 
as night drew near. 

There was a sensation, however, when the 
first ballot of the day was announced. It was 
learned that the Nichols party had gone to 
pieces and scattered to the remaining two 
candidates, Norwood and Gordon. This 
changed the vote to Norwood 21, Gordon 19. 
Seven of the eight Nichols votes 
at first went to Gordon. On _ the 
next ballot, however, Norwood’s ballot was 
214 and Gordon’s 18, which has, by a slow, 
monotonous process of repeated balloting, been 
cast during the day, no change or incident oc- 
curring to break the spell until towards night- 
fall, when it became evident that both sides 
were stubborn enough to hold out. A motion 
was made and carried to appoint a committee 
fromeach county delegation to hold firsta 
party and afterwards a joint caucus, and see 
if some agreement could not be reached. This 
motion was carried after a vigorous parliamen- 
tary battle, and the caucuses were accordingly 
held. By the terms of the motion 
the committee was to report back to 
the convention at six  o’clock. At 
that hour the convention came together 
again, but it was nearer seven when the com- 
mittee filed into the hall. 

It was evident that a stormy time had been 
held in the upper chambers from the appear- 

eance and action of the committee and their 
tardy return. The chairman reported that 
they had reached no decision, and recommend- 
ed that the convention adjourn till Monday 
morning. This report was accepted with the 
amendment that the convention adjourn till 
Tuesday afternoon at 3 o’clock. The amend- 
ment was agreed upon, as many of the dele- 
gates wanted to go home, and others to take a 
day or two of rest at the neighboring island 
resort. 

Many of the delegates have departed this 
evening, and ‘the local politicians have re- 
turned from the stands and hotel corridors. 

Both sides feel confident still. The Gordon 
men claim thatsince they have stood so suc- 
cessfully and profitably the dissolution of 
Nicholls’ party, and have more than held their 
own for 435 ballots, thay will come out of the 
fight victorious. Norwood’s followers are also 
confident and stubborn. 

The opening of the convention next Tues- 
day is looked forward to with some expect- 
ancy by the uninitiated. The Gordon leaders 
say they will fix up a bomb for the Norwood 
camp before then, and will win on the 436th 
ballot. This the Norwoodites claim is bluff. 


STATE POLITICS. 


The Candidates Making Ready forthe Fall 
Elections, 

ATHENS, Ga., June 16.—[Special.]—Athens 
isthe storm center of a political cyclone the 
first blasts of which will be felt next Satur- 
day, but the full fury of which will not be ex- 
perienced until the next legislature deter- 
mines the question of the solicitorship. Never 
in the notoriously heated campaigns of the 
eighth district has so much interest been man- 
ifested as is daily shown in the triangular 
fight between Solicitor E. T. Brown, Hon R. 
b. Russell and Judge A. L. Mitchell. All are 
strong personally and each has astrong back- 
ing. On next Saturday will be held the pri- 
mary to decide between Messrs. Tuck and 
Mell, who will bear the standard of the dem- 
ocratic party, in the approaching legislature. 
The question of the solicitorship is also in- 
volved in this race and that fact lends addi- 
tional interest to the contest. 

Mr. H. C. Tuck, candidate for the legisla- 
ture, a few days ago invited his opponents to 
meet him in joint discussion at Say’s mill to- 
day.

A large crowd was present at both 
places, and fine speeches were delivered by 
each candidate.

Mr. Tuck made a telling speech, 
which was frequently applauded. At Brad- 
berry’s the speakers rallied a large support, and 
excellent speeches were made by Colonel 
Thomas Mell! and others. The election is con- 
ceded by unprejudiced parties to hang on the 
cast of a die. 

No End of Candidates. 

LExINGTON, Ga., Jurte 16.—[Spocial.]—Pol- 
itics have been dull in this county for the past 
month, with the exception of local matters. 
We have no end of candidates for county offi- 
cers. Colonel Whitson G. Johnson is making 
a vigorous fight for the state senatorship, com- 
prising Oglethorpe, Elbert and Madison coun- 
ties, and seems to be in the lead. 

Colenel R. H. Kinnebrew, of Madison, has 
entered the race, and has announced in the 
“Echo” here. He has many friends here and 
will receive a good support. 

Colonel R. B. Mathews will re-enter the leg- 
islative race.

THE DOCTORS HOLD . AN AUTOPSY 


And Decide that Emperor Fred- 
erick’s Disease Was Cancer.

Beewry, June 16.—The first full deciaration 
of the new emperor’s policy is now understood 
as taking the form of an address to the Prus- 
sian people, which is expected to be issued 
Tuesday. The secretary will be summoned 
to meet June 25th, to receive the message, and 
shortly afterwards the emperor will formally 
take the oath of constitution before the 
landtag. 

Speculation has been already busy regarding 
the tenor of the emperor’s address to the 
ple. Officially nothing is known of its ake. 
acter. Bismarck held a conference today with 
the Prussian ministry, and afterwards ob- 
tained an audience with Emperor William. 
The impression in ministerial circles is that 
the address will be brief, that it will be ex- 
plicit upon the emperor’s desire to maintain 
peace, and guarded upon the subject of rela 
tions between the crown and the people. 

The remains of Emperor Frederick were 
placed in a coftin tonight and theh carried to 
the catafalque, which has been erected in Jas- 
per gallery. The coftin is identical with the 
one in which Emperor William was buried. 
Count Von Moltke visited the mortuary cham- 
ber this afternoon. The latter wasreceived by 
the imperial family.

The North Georgia Agricultural College, 

In the course of an interview printed in 
our news columns yesterday, Mr. James R. 
Wylie remarked that he had no idea of the 
fmportance of the North Georgia Agricul 
tural college at Dahlonega until he went 
there the other day as a member of the vis- 
{ting board appointed by the governor. 

This is the testimony of all who visit the 
eollege for the first time. The great diffi- 
culty, so far as public information and in- 


terest are concerned, is that the institution 


fg situated away from the lines of railway 
communication. This is by no meansa 


. @rawback to the usefulness of the college, 


mor does it prevent the rapid progress of 
the students; but heretofore it has operated 
ay sort, as a barrier between the pub- 

and the institution. The people for the 
most part, have had very little idea of the 
¢haracter and extent of its work, or of the 
good results it has accomplished. 

As a matter of fact, the North Georgia 
Agricultural college is one of the most use- 
ful institutions in the land, and it deserves 
far more consideration than it has ever yet 
received from both the state and the public. 
It is turning out some of the brightest 
young men in the state, after educating 
thero on the most practical lines. Looking 
at the result, it is safe to say that there is 
BO more successful college in the south, or 
One more thoroughly deserving of succesg¢. 

The young men who study there need not 
spend more than $5 a month, and they 
have notonly the advantages of a literary 
course under accomplished professors, but 
of a military training. Major Bassinger, 
the president of the college, is a ripe 
pcholar, both in law. and in literature, and 
he also possesses the military instinct that 


_ enforces discipline and the executive ability 


that insists on thorough organization. 


There is but one drawback to the useful- 
mess of the institution, and that is its 
cramped condition so far as the buildings 
are- concerned. The structure that was 
burned some years ago has never been ade- 
quately replaced. The state, as Colonel 
Wylie says, has turned to the college a cold 
and parsimonious shoulder. The legisla- 
ture has been satisfied to put the matter off 
with appropriations that are nothing more 
than driblets, 

The building ought to be completed and

No very detinite ideas were expressed, either in 
regard to the amount of money that would be 
needed, Dor as to the best method of raising the re- 
quisite fands. It was suggested that with suitable 
buildings, em lan endowment of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars, the work might be accomplished. But 
this ameunutseems to many ofus entirely inadequate 
to found such an institution as thepublicsentiment 
and the credit of the denomination would demand, 
Reference «as made to the Presbyterian colleges of 
the south now in existence which have not more 
than that amount ofendvwment. But these- insti- 
tutions, and not such as we must have if we would 
attract the attentron of the public, or satisfy the de- 
mendsof our own denomination. A half a century 
azo, this amoutitt of mofiey made a very respec table 
college, aud comparatively few had more, But this 
isallchanged now. The spiritofthe ave demands 
lurger aud more complete equipments in our educa- 
tional institutions, as well as in our commercial

Can a Man Buy His Own Wife? 
From the New York Heraid. 

That isa question on which the Maszachiu- 
setts supreme court has just divided, Fourot the 
judges say no, three say yes. 
it is a Pha 0 ease, . A husband maltreated hfs 
wife. She left bim and retained counsel to sue for 
divorce and alfmony. He proposed that if she 
would return and live with bim as bis wife he 
would put in the hands of a third person his note 
for five thousand dollars, payable to her after his 
death. She consente! aud returned. Soon after- 
ward he died, but the payment of the note was Te- 
fused by hislezal representatives. An action was 
then brought in her behalf to recover the amount, 

It isa welt known prineipie that there must be a 
enod consideration to sustain the validity of a pro- 
missory note. It must appear that the person who 
promises has received something of value to induce 
him to promise. In this case the agreement of the 
wife to return to her husband was the consideration 
which ind: 9° him to make the note of five thous- 
ars tor her benefit. Itwas agreed on one 

this wasa valid consideration in law and 
re the note was good. On the other 1t was 
nded that it was not a yalid eonsideration and 
hence the note was worthless. 

The majority of the court take the latter view. 
Here are ths reasons: 

fhe e nsiderati.y of the rote was the azreement, 
or the perfurmance of the agreement, of the wife to 
live in marital relations with her husband. It was 
not to perform some service for him which could be 
hired, as to keep his house or nurse him in sickness, 
but to give him the fellov g1ip and communion ofa 
wife. That is not a service which the wife can sell 
or the husband buy. Perbaps a basi end can hire 
his wife todo anything for him which a servant 
cau be hired to do, or can buy of her anything that 
is the subject of barter; but a servant cannot be 
hired to fll the marital relation, and the fellowship 
of the wife is not an article of trade between hus- 
baud and wife, 

The minority judges maintained that the wife had 
gooiground for divorce and aright to refuseto ree 
turn to her husband, and that therefore her egree- 
u.@utto return was a good consideration for his 
promise to pay her. But the opinion of the majority 
was the judgment of the court, and the widow did 
not get the five thousand dollars.

Lawrenceville. 


DEATH OF THE PRINCIPAL ACTOR. 


Who Filed From Georgia to Find 
Fame and Fortuneinthe West, 


A dual life. 

This strange story comes from Lawrence- 
ville. 

A few days agoa Georgian died in Not 
Springs, Arkansas,—died and was buried 
there. 

Hie had been for some years a trusted and 
honored citizen of that place. He had married 
there, had become rich, holding various. posi- 
tions of honor and trust, and enjoyed the confi- 
Gence and esteem of all that knew him. 

Yet that man was living in the shadow of a 
¢crime—was an outlaw from thestate of his 
birth. 

It was Charles Clinton Ambrose. 

The mention of his name will recall to the 

lder citizens of Georgia, and especially of 

winnett county, the particulars of a sensa- 
tional tragedy. 

It was in the winter of ’64-’65 that Bill Orr, 

prosperous farmer near Lawrenceville, was 

hot and killed by Charles Ambrose. Both 
Btood h'gh in the community, and the killing 
@roused a strong feeling. The cause of the 
killing was understwod to be an insult— offered 
by Orr to Ambrose’s sister, and this, of course, 
tended to counterbalance the fact that the 
shooting was in cold blood. Orr had becn slot 
down inthe streets of Lawrenceville in broad 
daylight. The weapon was a gun heavily 
Joaded with buckshot, found subsequently 
gust wihiere it had been fired, and leaning 
against a tree. 

Ambrose, then a young man of cightecn or 
twenty, iminediately fled the state. The story 
goes that the young man went immediately 
after the shooting to a friend anc hurriedly ex- 
plained to him what had been done. 

“T need money,’’ he said, ‘‘and I have not 
time to go by home after it. Will youlet me 
bave money now and risk the chances ?”’ 

A minute later the young man, already 
mounted on a tieet horse, was handed a cloth 
bag containing $1,000 in gold. With a last 
backward glance towards the c!d homestead, 
the young inan dashed off, and from that day 
to this he never saw Lawrenceville again. 

At least so everybody thought. 

A reward was offered by the governor and 
this supplemented by rewards from other 
sources. Search was made far and near, but 
no trace was ever found. The story of the 
Bhooting became a war-time tradition, and de- 
Scended as such toa new veneration. 

Fighteen or twenty months after the killing, 
the father of the boy left for Louisville, Ky., 
carrying his wife with him, on a business trip. 

Six mouths later another trip was made, 
and four months later another. Upon these 
visits the fatherand mother saw their son. 
And the son returned the visits. At least the 
story goes that he has made frequent visits to 
his old home, visits of which none-but his im 
mediate family-were aware. 

But the visitshave ended. A few days ago 
Charles Clinton, a wealthy and highly re- 
Bpected citizen of Hot Springs, breathed his 
last. He died surrounded by a loving famil) 
This was Charles Clinton Ambrose. 

The Arkansas side of the story is brietly told, 
A young inan of excellent address, young and 
energetic, came to Hot Springs at the close. 
the war. He developed into ahighly, success- 
ful citizen, acquired property, and after a use- 
ful life, died at the age of forty-two, leaving to 
his wife and children a snug fortune. 

And this is the story which comes from 
Lawrenceville.

Please, 
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ROCKY MOUNTAIN LOCUSTS, 
The Enormous Damage Done by the Insects 
in the Northwes. 


St. PAuL, Minn., June 15.—Professor Otto 
Lugger, the entomologist of the state univerity, 
has been up in the Ottertall locust region, and 
has brought back interesting reports of his ob- 
servations there. It appears that the condition 
of things up there is very much worse than is 
generally supposed. The region infested by 
the locusts consists of some 100 square miles, 
and Professor Lugger states that he found the 
locusts averaging twelve to the square inch. 
They are the genuine Rocky Mountain locusts 
that have done so inuch damage in these north- 
western regions in the past. ‘Their actions are 
not, however, after the ordinary pattern of the 
conduct of these insects, and so afford achance 
for much interesting study. They have made 
this region their feeding ground for four years. 
In each year they have done much damage, 
but never so much as they are doing now, for 
the reason that they are swarming in so much 
greater numbers. 

The inhabitants fear that if the report got 
out that the grasshoppers were doing damage 
again that it would be a great injury tothe 
vhole region. The professor thinks this course 
has resulted to their detriment. If some vigor- 
ous action had been taken at the start, the lo. 
custs might have been exterminated. Now it 
will be a great fight. 

A great deal of damage has already been 
done and a good deal more must be done in the 
future. Twelve insects to the square inch 
means enough to destroy about all the vegeta- 
tion that can grow in one season. In fact, there 
are parts of the country where every trace of 
vegetation has been eaten to the ground. This 
entails much suffering already, and gives 
promise of somuch more that the farmers in 
Inany instances are moving out of the country. 

Prof. Lugger cams back for help. Governor 
McGill gave him four car leads of materials, 
and thus equipped the professor has gone back 
to fight the enemy. The main weapon is a 
sheet or canvas, 15 feet wide, stretched over a 
frame, There is a trough at thé upper edge of 
this which is Kept filled with petroleum. This 
is allowed to run down gradually over the can- 
yas. The canvas is drawn along over the fields, 
and the locusts,ilying up against it come in con- 
tact with the petroleum-saturated canvas. A 
single touch is enough to kill them. 
This method of warfare against the insects has 
been found to be very effective, but when such 
large areas are infested it is, of course, a pret- 
tv big undertaking to attemptto exterminate 
in that way.

An Awful Deed of the War. 
From the Pearlsburg Virginian. 

Iam a reader of the Virginian, and read an 
account in your last issue of a man that had 
his ear cut off ina fight and carried it in his 
vest pocket, which brought to mind a cireum- 
Stance that took place in 1864, during the late 
war. Wo were camped at Cleveland, Tennes- 
see, When Captain Woody,a United States 
volunteer, was sent in charge of a squad of 
men to Georgia, twelve miles east of Sgring, 
at which place he came in contact with four 
confederate soldiers, capturing one, the other 
three making their escape. After having dis- 
armed the poor man he cut one of his ears off 
and then amused himself by shooting the man 
several times in thé face. After he was dead 
he dragyed him into the woods and there left 
his remains. Mounting his horse he returned 
to camp to boast over the cruel murder he had 
done, carrying the ear in a letter of mine that 
I had sent by him toafriend. When he ar- 
rived at camp, before dismounting, he handed 
me a letter, saying: ‘Here is an answer to 
your letter,’’ and to my great surprise it was 
my letter with the ear of the murdered man 
in it. 

] saw many men killed and wounded during 
the war and was wounded myself, but, taking 
the dead man’s ear in my hand, with a purple 
colorand the dry blood on it, gave me the 
most powerful shock. of all my experiences 
during the war. While Woody was sitting on 
his horse in front of me, boasting over the vic- 
tory he had gained and a large crowd of sol- 
diers had gathered around him, I gave him 
back tho dead man’s ear, remarking to him: 
“that he would die a horrible death for the 
crime he had committed, and that God would 
Shorten his days.’”’ In ashort time from the 
date of this incident his health declined and 
he was discharged fram the army and went to 
his home in Polk county, Tenn. Afterward 
was shot and badly wounded by a party un- 
known, and before he recovered, he was taken 
with consumption and lived about ten months. 
He died unprepared to meet his God. What I 
have said in relation to the ear and the dead 
cannot injure tRe dead, when the truth is told, 
which [have done. There is a party living in 
this county to whom these facts are known.

I sprang 
what Rosenthal calls his foundation sen- 
tence ou him. That was where I made 
amistake. Thesentence is ‘‘Call mevery carly 
in the morning,’”’ and upfortunately I knew 
not the ‘‘open sesaine”’ which could undo the 
demand. Consequently every day I was awak- 
ened at four, and I can assure one a day in 
Libertad, beginning at foura. m., is a trifle 
long, without anybody to speak to. However, 
I fared pretty well at the hotel, though I con- 
fess I felt happy when Isaw the Pacific mail 
steamer, San , come into the harbor. 

La Libertad is built on the same plan as all 
the Mexican and Central American towns on 
the coast, with adobe houses. But the hotel 
there is better than any I found elsewhere, 
The surroundings of the town are very pic- 
turesque and considerable business is done in 
coffee. The surf bathing is excellent, and 
during January and February the beach is 
crowded. A good many people come down 
from Salvador. The bathing arrangements are 
most primitive. People either undress right 
on the beach orin some brush huts built a 
little way off. The women wear a long 
chemise for a bathing suit. Atthe start it isa 
perfect protection from inquiring glances, but 
on the return hardly as much can be said. 

At last larrived at Amapola, twenty-two 
days after my departure from San Francisco. 

As you know, oras possibly you do not 
know, Amapolais built on an island in the 
Bay of Fonseca, and it is quite a trip to the 
mainland. Ateight o’clock in the evening J 
started in a sailboat, with a pilot and three 
sailors, and arrived at San Lorenzo at three a. 
m., after a pretty rough passage. I found 
there a guide awaiting me with mules, and 
after a few hours’ sleep I started for San Mar- 
tin. Muling is not exactly pleasant, but when 
you have to be on muleback six or seven hours 
in the broiling sun it gots tiresome, to 
say the ieast. The country through 
which I came is. mountainous, some six or 
eight miles away from the coast, and the 
views from some of the mountain tops towards 
the bay and the Pacific are wonderfully beaan- 

pecially at sunset. Although it is now

the rainy season, with hundreds of orchards in 


bloom and everything green and fresh, the 
sight must be doubly beautiful. 

i do not need to tell you what an enormous 
difference there is between San Francisco and 
all its gayety and a place like this, where we 
live in a brush hut and eat corncakes (tortillas) 
and brown beans. Our camp isin the village 
of San Martin. Evidently there has been no 
change in the people’s way of living since the 
time of—well, let us say Columbus, to be on 
the safe side. The women today grind the 
corn inthe same little machine that they 
made use of then. A stone slab, on which the 
corn is placed, after haying been soaked in 
lye-water, and a stone rolling-pin, form the 
whole outfit. ; 

From morning till night one hears the noise 
of this crude working. When the corn, mixed 
with water, has become a dough, a pancake is 
made of it and baked over thefire. Thisis the 
tortilla. The corn is allowed to remain in the 
water so long that it gets entirely soaked 
through with lye, and then afterwards it is not 
properly cleansed. The effect of lye on the 
system must be felt to be gppreciated. 

The baking ovens are half-round structures 
built of adobe, and all the cooking utensils 
are earthenware. Occasionally we have meat, 
and sometimes we shoot birds, butthe natives 
around here live mainly on tortillas and beans. 
I have observed that the people are, for the 
most part, honest. One finds little downrtght 
stealing.. They live in* one place generation 
after generation. They are lazy,and if they 
have made money enough the first three days 
of the weck to last them for the next four,you 
may be sure they will do nomore work. They 
work when they must, never when 
they feel iike it. The latter case is unknown. 
When they think it about time 
to stop work, they stop. Our American way 
of aday’s work fora day’s pay, is something 
entirely and absolutely new tothem. Clocks 
are nuknown, but they tell the time accurately 
by the sun; and they do have a great deal of 
sun,as arule {4 degreesin the huts at noon. 
Neither the men nor the women are good- 
looking, but I understand that in some of the 
other departments, as, for instance, Olancho, 
(the republic of Honduras is divided into 
seven departments), the race stands higher, 
both physically and intellectually. They do 
not seem to marry; they believe in the doc- 
trine of free love. There are no priests for 
miles around. Of course, in Choluteca, the 
capital of this department, there are some, 
but their visits are few and far between. 

The maxim of these people, and they live up 
to it, seems to be ‘‘manana’”’ (tomorrew). 
Everything is manana, or, as we would put it 
in English, “‘Do not do today what you can 
put off till tomorrow.”’ 

Hiewever, if their manana only meant 
manana; but it generally means some time be- 
fore Christmas. 

Weare a novelty here and we and every- 
thing we brought with us attract general at- 
tention. 

Outside our hut liesa quantity of lumber, and 
before we rise in the morning the planks are 
filled by a curious crowd, desirous of catching 
the first glimpse of us. Our ablutions, which 
we have to make outside the house, attract 
special attention and seem to be a source of 
astonishment to all.

BILL BARNES, 


His Royal Reception at De- 
Give’s Last Night. 


THOUGHT, PATHOS ANDO FUN. 


Both Old and New Atlanta Turn 
Out in Ferce. 


The reception to Tion. William H. Parnes 
by the Odd Fellows at DeGive’s opera house 
Jast night was a grand success, 


The house was crowded, and a more enthusi- . 


asticfudience has not been seen in Atlanta 
for many a day. 

Old Atlanta was out in full force. Scores 
of people who knew Mr. Barnes thirty years 
ago were on hand with their families and 
greeted the genial man with a cordiality that 
must have been sweet to his soul, 

It is safe to say that there were people in 
the audience who have not seta foot in the 
opera house for years,and it is highly proba- 
ble that a number were present who have 
pever been in the building before, 

_ Dr. H. V. M. Miller made a brief introduc- 
tory speech, which was very entertaining. 

He said that there is nothing more interest- 
ing to Atianta people than reminiscenmses con- 
pected with the early history of Atlanta. 
Every place has its mythical period, the re- 
collections of which often afford more pleasure 
and amusement than the accurate narrative of 
events. He spoke of the Odd Fellows. He 
gaid that from a small beginning they iad 
grown to be a very strong order in this coun- 
try, composed of active, intelligent, useful 

en, who were doing great good. The order 
bad for its cardinal idea the universal brother- 
hood of man. The three grand principles 
were friendship, love and truth. These 
things made the Odd Fellows a very powerful 
orgapization. Mr. Barnes wasa very promi- 
nent Odd Fellow. Coming to Atlanta in her 
mythical period{ a strip!ing, he had done much 
to organize the first lodge in this city. The 
Odd Fellows of Atlanta had a personal regard 
for Mr. Barnes which was extended tono other 
Odd Fellow by them. They had tendered him 
this reception as a compliment. They wished 
to show him personaliy the high estimation in 
which he was heid. 

Dr. Miller then introduced Mr. Barnes, who 
stepped tothe front of the stage and was rec- 
ceived with the greatest enthusiasm. 

‘‘Is it possible,’ said Mr. Barnes, “that 
thirty years have passed since I helped to or- 

anize the oll Murdock dramatic association 

1 Atlanta? Is it possible that nearly thirty 
years have passed since I used to appear before 
Atlanta audiences with the old Atlanta Ama- 
teurs? An old Atlanta friend said to me to- 
day, ‘we are growing old, Bill.’ That may be, 
but my heart is still young, and beats as warm- 
ly for Atlanta today as it did thirty years ago. 

“T came to Atlanta in 1855, just 33 years ago, 
from old Milledgeville. I helped to organize 
the first Odd Fellows lodge here. It number- 
ed not more than half a dozen at first and we 
held 42 meetings without a single accession— 
but we did not despair. How is ib tonight? 
There are six lodges in this city—the Central, 
Barnes, Capital, Schiller, Atlanta, Myrtle.’’ 

Mr. Barnes then traced the wonderful 
growth of the Odd Fellows froin the formation 
of the first lodge in London in 1725, giving 
many interesting facis concerning the growth 
of the order in the United States. In 1515 tire- 
men in Baltimore had organized the first lodge 
in this country—Washington No. 1. After- 
wards prominent men who did not like the 
convivial features tolerated by this lodge or- 

anized the American Independent Order of 
Pac Fellows. 

One piank of the platform of the new organ- 
ization was that no liquid refreshment except 
water should be used in the lodge room, 

As to the growth of this independent order, 
it was predicted in London that it would go 
down because of the temperance plank in the 
platform. 

‘“Hidit godown? It did not. It went up. 
Today there are 8,000 ledges, having a mem- 
bership of 860,000, in the United States. They 
have $60,000,000 in the treasuries of this ordg.’’ 

He then spoke of the principles of the order. 
No Odd Fellow ever allowed to filla 
pauper’s grave. No Odd Fellow’s widow was 
ever allowed to go over the hill to the poor- 
house. 

He then had something to say about At- 
Janta. 

“Once when I lived here,’’ he said, “I got 
up in a public meeting, and advocated making 
Atlantaa port ofentry. They said, ‘why, the 
young man iscrazy!’ Buti brought a cargo 
of goods from Europe to my auction house on 
Decatur street, just the same, and that was 
thirty years ago, too. 

‘“l used to talk to the people about building 
the Air-Line railroad, They said ‘It can’t be 
done.’ But you see it has been done. 

“IT tLink thatthe people of Atlanta should 
build an Odd Fellows’ hall. It can be done if 
those who have been blessed with wealth will 
oniy take the matter in hand and contribute 
liberally. 

“Atlanta isa great city now. Itis only an 
index, though, to what it will be twenty years 
trom tonigi:t.”’ 

Mr. Barnes then said that he would vary 
the programme some. He wanted to divide 
the what was to follow into three parts. 

“Every audience,’’said he, is composed of 
three kinds of people—the retlecting, the sen- 
timental and the humorous. He proposed 
to try to please these three tastes. 

With this Mr. Barnes took his seat at the 
piano and sang ‘‘Ninety and Nine,’’ in imita- 
tion of Sankey. It brought down the house. 

He then sang an exquisite pathetic ballad 
called ‘The Cabin With the Roses at the 
Door.” It was given with deep feeling, and 
brought down the house. 

Then he recited *‘The Seven Ages of Man,’’ 
from Shakspeare’s ‘‘As You Like It,”’ with 
telling effect. It brought down the house. 

He then stated to the audience that he 
would sing a duet with Mrs. Charles W. Hub- 
mer—a duet which he used to sing with her 

early thirty years ago, when, as Miss Frank 

fhitney, she was a member of the Atlanta 
Amateurs, 

Mrs. Hubner wasgreeted with great applause 
as she walked upon the stage. The duet was 
a@medley. It was capitally given and created 
great enthusiasm. hey were recalled and 
gang an old comic duet, ‘*The Courtship,” 
which evoked unstinted applause. 

Mr. Charles W. Hubner played the accom- 
paniment, and he did it well. | 

Mr. Barnes then gave “The Boy Stood on 
the Burning Deck,’ schoolboy fashion, in the 
most ludicrous way, and the audience went 
wild. 

He concluded the entertainment by singing 
several old plantation melodies in his inimi- 
table style, showing his wonderful powers in 
mimicry. His imitation of the parrot, the bull- 
froc, the steam engine, cannot be surpassed. 

He made a beautiful and touching speech in 
which he expressed his profound gratitude to 
the people and the great pleasure which it 
gave him to meet his old friends. 

Scores of people rushed upon the stage to 
Shake his hand, and for a time he was a good 
picture of the happiest man in Georgia.

THE BEST OF BOOKS. 


Why is It Excluded From ne 
Schools? 


An Argument in Favor of Restoring Bible 
Reading in the Public Schools— 
Why It Should be Done. 


Eprtons Constirutrion: When we refect 
that thisis a Christian nation, that all of the 
American colonies were founded in Christi- 
anity, except Rhode Island, if, indeed, as 
Story says, ‘‘it is an exception ;’’ and when we 
reflect that all of our laws and institutions 
are modeled after the Christian system, 
and that Christianity isa partof the common 
law of the land,in a qualified sense at least, we 
are at a loss to understand why the school 
board of Atlanta saw fit several years ago, to 
place its interdict on the reading of the Bible 
in the public schoois of the city. 

Section 1260 of the code of Georgia provides 
that “the county boards of education 
Shall prescribe from time to time 
what text books, and books 
of reference, shall be used in the common 
schools of the county, provided that the Bible 
shall not be excluded from the public schools 
of the state.’’ This provision as tothe non- 
exclusion of the Bible was re-enacted October 
27, 1587, (see page 74 public laws of that year) ; 
wherein the state school law is amended,revis- 
ed and consolidated. 

It has ever been the policy of the state, as I 
understand it, to encourage the dissemination 
of Christian knowledge among its people, from 
the earliest period of her history down to the 
present. 

In addition to Christi: nity being written on 
every page of the country’s history, every- 
“where and on every hand appear its symbols. 

This is shown by many legislative enaet- 
ments fostering, encouraging aed protecting 
Christian enterprises and institutions. Going 
back to the year 1785 when the act was passed 
incorporating the university of Georgia in the 
preamble of the act we find the following : ‘It 
should be among the first objects of those, 
who wish well to the national 
prosperity, to encourage and support the prin- 
ciples of religion and morality, and early to 
place the youth under the forming hand of so- 
ciety, that by instruction they may be moulded 

to the love of virtue and good order.’’ 

Among other provisions of the act is the fol- 
lowing: ‘All officers appointed to the instruc 
tion and governinent of the university shall be 
of the Christian religion,’’ etc. 

It may be safe to assert that Christianity is 
recognized in all the forms of  pro- 
ceedure, in the legislative, the ex- 
ecutive and judicial departments of 
the government, both state and federal. 
ee mmlveoen | Bates among the rest the Sunday laws—the 
laws exempting from taxation property de- 
voted to religious purposes—the provision for 
chaplains to both houses of congress and in the 
state legislatures, the appointment of chap- 
lains to the army and navy, and so on, might 
be multiplied instances imparting em phasis to 

‘he statement. These officers are paid out of 
the public treasury, and the question has never 
been raised as to the right of the governinent, 
either to enact laws for the preservation of the 
Christian Sabbath, or to pay these ininisters of 
the Christian religion their salaries. 

On one of the silver coins of the United 
States is the motto, *“‘In God we Trust.’’ This 
is the dollar of the Christian, the Pagan and 
every otherclass alike. And I have never 
heard of one them being rejected by any unbe- 
liever because he could not subscribe to the 
motto. 

Adopting the language of the supreme court 
of California, in passing on the subject of con- 
stitutional restriction, (18 Cal., 684,): ‘It 
(the constifution) does not inte rdict all le; gisla- 
tion connected with religion, much less does it 
render void al] legislation, the effect of which 
isto promote religion, or eve n advance the 
interests of a sector classof religionists. It 
can be no objection to laws,that while they are 
immediately aimed at secular interests, they 
also promote piety.” 

Story, the gre atexpounder of the constitu- 
tion, says: ‘The promulgation of the great 


and providence of one almighty God, 

sponsibility to him for all our actions, Swear d 
upon moral freedom and accountabi lity ,@ fn- 
ture state of rewards and punishments, 
cultivation of all the personal, social 
benevolent virtues, these can n 
be a matter of indifference in any 
well ordered community.”’. This is a 
point wholly distinct from the right of priv ate 
judgment in matters of religion and of freedom 
of public worship, according to the dictates of 
one’s own couscience.’’ See Story on Const., 
Sec. 1871. 

Keeping steadily in view the statement that 
a is a part of the common law of the 
land, is it not the duty of the government toin- 
struct the children of the country in all the 
branches of knowledge whici: may fit and 
qualify them for us cefulness and good citizen- 
ship? And to that end the book of books stand 
pre-eminent above all the literature of the 
world. 

Looking at the question then from this 
standpoint, is it not the euty ot the school 
board to rescind its action excluding the Bible 
from the public:schools? It certainly is. 

To put the question ona broader ground— 
this being a Christian country-——should not the 
powers that be prescribe the read- 
ing of the Bible without note 
or comment in the pubiic schools? 
We aro met by the objection that Pagans, Ma- 
homedans, infidels and others, who do not be- 
lieve in the Bible as a divine revelati: m, ought

| not to be compelied to contribute by taxation 


to the support of the public schools wherein a 
book is read or taught in which they do not 
believe, The right to prescribe the Bible as 
text book, is not an open question. It 
clearly within constitution] authority so 
to do. To provide that the Bible 
shall be read is one thing, but 
making its glorious precepts binding on the 
conscieyce of the reader is another and a differ- 
ent thing. The latter is not within the pur- 
view of any human law and should not be. 
This is a Christian country, and it is the duty
